A decision of importance to the Revenue Cutter Service 
is rendered by Comptroller Tracewell. To fill vacancies 
under the Act of April 16, 1908, the captain, command- 
ant, of the R.C.S. recommended the following promotions. 
Second lieutenants of Engineers to be first lieutenants of 
Engineers: C. G. Porcher, from Dee. 12, 1907; J. B. 
Gurner, from Feb. 11, 1908; C. A. Wheeler, from April 
25, 1908. Third lieutenants of Engineers to be second 
lieutenants of Engineers: L. J. Ker, from Dec. 12, 1907; 
H. M. Hepburn, from Feb. 11, 1908; J. E. Sheedy, from 
April 25, 1908. All of these officers passed the required 
examinations. Captain Ross, commandant, U.S.R.C.S., 
asked the Comptroller whether their promotions can be 
made so as to entitle them, under their new titles under 
the Act of April 16, 1908, to compensation prior to that 
date. Comptroller Tracewell holds that they will be en- 
titled to such compensation. The Act of April 12, 1902, 
provided for Revenue Cutter officers of the grades, among 
others, of chief engineer, first assistant engineer and 
second assistant engineer, to have the rank of first, second 
and third lieutenants, respectively, and to have the pay of 
officers of corresponding rank in the Army. By the Act 
of April 16, 1908, officers of the R.C.S. who have the 
rank of first, second or third lieutenant, now have the 
titles of first, second, or third lieutenant of engineers, re- 
spectively, the titles of chief engineer, first and second as- 
sistant engineer, being abolished. The Comptroller cites 
the decisions under a similar law that changed the titles 
of “midshipmen” to “cadet midshipmen,” where it was 
held that this made no change in actual status. The Act 
of April 16, 1908, is of like effect, he holds; it creates no 
new officers nor grades in the Revenue Cutter Service. 
Merely the titles of certain engineer officers were changed. 
The grades, ranks, pay and duties remain as they were. 
The officers holding the new titles recommended for promo- 
tion were upon the dates of the vacancies for them en- 
titled to succeed to the offices made vacant after passing 
examination. The delay in their actual promotion was 
incident te the examination. Their pay is based upon 
their rank, which was not affected by the new law. 
Therefore the Comptroller holds, as noted, that when 
they shall be promoted to fill the vacancies recommended 
they will be entitled to the pay of the rank to which pro- 
moted from the date of the vacancy. 





Some philosopher has said that the most potent influ- 
ence for peace is the bond of a common language. While 
the history of the United States, which has had three of 
its five wars with people speaking the English tongue, 
may be pointed to in disproof of that observation, there 
ean be little doubt that a common language makes for 
similarity of ideals and for a better understanding be- 
tween nations. Orie can conceive more easily a universal 
brotherhood where only one language is spoken through- 
out the world than when there is a babel of tongues. The 
spread of English and English ideas is considered one of 
the strongest assurances of peace in India by the Rey. 
Dr. T. J. Scott, a missionary who has spent forty-two 
years in India and who attended the recent Methodist 
General Conference in Baltimore. As proof of the 
spread of Anglo-Saxon influence, he mentioned the fact 
that at a recent congress of natives in India, the proceed- 
ings were conducted in English, though fifty different 
languages were represented by the delegates, nearly all 
of whom, however, were able to converse in English. He 
found in his life work there that English is a great unify- 
ing and harmonizing influence. Districts of traditionally 
hostile people were brought into close relations by the 
desire of the leading men to keep themselves in touch 
with English ideas. Sections between which intercourse 
had been impossible because of the unwillingness of the 


inhabitants to speak the detested language of their neigh- 
bors have come together through the use of English. A 
similar condition was found by visitors to France shortly 
after the war with Germany in 1870. Frenchmen who 
could speak German would not converse with non-French 
speaking persons in the tongue of the hated Prussian, 
but would meet on common ground in the use of English.

At the banquet in Brooklyn on May 19 to celebrate the 
launching of the collier Vestal much was made in the 
way of all-round congratulation of the fact that of the 
sixteen battleships now on their world cruise nine were 
put into a state of complete readiness at the New York 
Navy Yard. The launching of the Vestal calls atten- 
tion to the achievement not long ago by a collier that 
the Scientific American deems altogether noteworthy— 
the shipment of two submarines to the Philippines on a 
collier. The “subs.” were the Shark and the Porpoise, 
each of which has a length of sixty-three and one-haif 
feet, a weight of one hundred and twenty tons, and a 
diameter of eleven and three-fourths feet. Previously to 
this shipment submarines were transported in sections, 
the method employed in the case of those sent to Japan 
in the late war with Russia. However, our submarines 
were taken intact, and the problem, since they were too 
large to be placed in the hold, was how to stow them 
so they would be safe as to themselves and the ship. The 
collier chosen was the Caesar. It was necessary to pro- 
vide special supports to distribute the weight so as not to 
strain the ship, and a cradle had to be so constructed as 
to hold the small craft firmly without strain and still per- 
mit their being lashed down securely. The cradles were 
laid upon the collier, and to relieve the deck strain shor- 
ing timbers were carried down from the deck frames to 
the upper floor of the ship’s double bottom, and securely 
wedged in place. Each submarine was carried upon two 
cradles, one being a regular launching cradle for side 
launching ; the other, or auxiliary cradle, having its bear- 
ing blocks intermediate of those of the launching cradle.

If ex-Secretary of State John W. Foster had been pres- 
ent at the launching of the U.S. collier Vestal at the 
New York Navy Yard on May 19, the popular enthusiasm 
he would have seen manifested there might have given a 
less deprecating tone to his speech at the peace confer- 
ence at Lake Mohonk, N.Y., on May 20, when he referred 
reproachfully to the “awakened spirit of militarism” as 
due to the cruise of the Battleship Fleet to the Pacific. 
Never has such public interest in a launching been wit- 
nessed in Brooklyn since the battleship Connecticut took 
the water in September, 1904. The streets leading to the 
yard were crowded long before the time for the ceremony, 
and one would have thought a mighty ship of war was 
about to be sent forth, instead of a humble collier. It is 
doubtful whether this popular desire to celebrate the oc- 
casion would have existed but for the wide attention that 
has been attracted to the Navy by the broadly dissemi- 
nated news about the fleet. But there was no manifesta- 
tion of any “jingo” spirit about the celebration. The 
feeling which animated the thousands present was one 
that gives to the word “patriotism” its most beautiful 
and inspiring meaning. It was pride in national strength 
and ability to stand for the right without fear of conse- 
quences that seemed to stir the multitude at the Vestal’s 
launching. 





A leaflet of the Library of Congress describing the work 
of that great institution recalls that while the origina} 
plans for the library were made by Messrs. Smithmeyer 
& Pelz, the building was actually constructed and many 
architectural details worked out under Brig. Gen. Thomas 
L. Casey, Chief of Engineers,.U.S. Army, and his chief 








-assistant, Bernard R. Green. After the death of General 


Casey, in 1895, the building was completed under Mr. 
Green, now its superintendent. The building occupies 
three and one-half acres, on Capitol Hill, a quarter of a 
mile east of the Capitol. It contains 7,500,000 cubic feet 
of space and over eight acres of floor space. It was be- 
gun 1889 and completed 1897 at a cost of $6,347,000, ex- 
clusive of the site, which cost $585,000. It is the largest 
and most costly library building in the world. It is of 
interest to note that among the statutory designations of 
persons within the District of Columbia who should have 
the privilege of books for home use from the library is 
the “Chief of the Corps of Engineers of the U.S. Army,” 
who follows after the Secretary of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission and precedes the Chief Justice of the 
Court of Appeals of the District in the list.

Sentimentalists who find occasion to deplore the un- 
willingness of the United States to turn over to part of 
the Filipino population that may be fit for modified self- 
government the control of the unfit part will do well to 
ponder the observations of General Bliss in his annual re- 
port as governor on conditions in Moro land. “No one 
dreams,” he says, “of now giving the Moro and pagan the 
powers, and of imposing upon them the responsibilities, 
of government. Anyone who believes it is our duty to 
train them to some understanding of what civilized law is» 
will not dream of putting them under the control of any 
other element of the native population. For a long time 
to come the proposition to confer on any one native ele- 
ment the power of government would, stripped of all mis- 
leading verbiage, amount to the naked fact, that the 
United States would have to hold the larger part of the 
people by the throat while the smaller part governs it. It 
is true that we constitute a still smaller part and are 
forcibly holding the people while we govern them; but if 
we assume the responsibility of forcibly holding anyone 


we had better also assume the responsibility of governing 
him rather than attempt to pass the responsibility to one 
who can neither hold nor govern.”

The exhibition of Moros at American expositions meets 
with the emphatic disapproval of General Bliss, who 
calls attention to the presence of five Moros at the James- 
town Tercentenary Exposition for show purposes, and re- 
ommends that this practice, now “seemingly become a 
stock feature at these expositions,” be stopped, as no 
good has come to the Moros from it. The attitude of 
General Bliss will be supported by those who stop to 
think how false are the views obtained by the spectators 
and the persons exhibited. Too often the display of such 
tribesmen caters only to a morbid curiosity which, seeing 
the barbarian or semi-civilized object detached from his 
native surroundings, leads to erroneous impressions of the 
race he represents and breeds unwarranted prejudices. 
The person on show, too, cannot take back to his people 
a healthy estimate of life seen only in the artificial atmo- 
sphere of an exposition.

In a letter to Hon. William Sulzer, M.C., commending 
his bill for raising the U.S.S. Maine, now lying at the 
bottom of the harbor of Havana, Rear Admiral 8S. B. 
Luce says: ‘I have long been an earnest advocate of this 
measure, but can add nothing to the strong arguments al- 
ready advanced: by the papers. The prevailing opinion 
abroad seems to be that the sinking of the ship was due 
to an internal explosion, and that belief is shared by 
many in this country, including some naval officers. Now, 
I hold it is a duty we owe to ourselves as a nation, a duty 
we owe to the Navy and to the nautical world in general, 
that the true cause of the disaster should be determined 
beyond a doubt. This can only be done by raising the 
ship as provided for in your bill. As a people we cer- 
tainly have the moral courage to seek the truth and ac- 
cept the verdict, even though it be against us, assuming 
for the moment that we have been mistaken in our the- 
ory of an external cause. The wreck is not only a ghastly 
memorial of a great disaster, but an obstruction to navi- 
gation which we are in duty bound to remove. The 
prompt action of the Japanese in a somewhat similar case 
should not be lost sight of.”

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What is being done by the Canal Commission in the 
Panama Canal Zone is mot wholly confined to the canal 
itself. The general upbuilding of the material resources 
of the region is kept in view. For example, the system 
of macadam roads is to be laid out, based on the idea of 
locating these highways away from the railroad as much 
as possible, so as to develop the agricultural interests, 
branch roads of lighter construction being run back to 
the Zone boundary. Already one of these roads runs 
through a rich agricultural section from Bas Obispo to 
Alhajuela. In the vicinity of Panama eight miles of 
macadam road has been constructed since the American 
cecupation. Much of the work on the roads is done by 
convicts.

That Havana will be yellow-fever proof when the new 
sewerage plant of that city is completed is the opinion of 
William Barclay Parsons, consulting engineer. At a cost 
of $15,000,000, the work to begin October next and be 
completed in five years. Havana will be as well sewered 
as any city, Mr. Parsons declares, 
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Capt. Herbeft A. White, 11th U.S. Cav., who was on 
duty as an instructor of supports with the Connecticut 
National Guard at Plum Island last year, in speaking of 
his observations, says in part: “Too much credit can not 
be given to the enlisted men of this command for the in- 
telligence and interest displayed during the maneuvers. 
The same remark can apply to the officers. I found among 
the latter a-lack of knowledge of paper work. They are 
not very conversant with the methods of filling out mus- 
ter and pay rolls nor with official correspondence. As 
little paper work as possible was required of them, and 
I am at a Joss to see how any less could have been re- 
quired. We hear quite a good deal of caviling at red tape 
in the Army, but I am unable to suggest any better meth- 
ods than those at present used, and militia officers must 
be made to understand that the National Government 
must have an accurate accounting for its money and prop- 
erty. In the matter of taking over by patrols and advanced 
parties I have only the highest commendations to record. 
In this matter the battalion acquitted itself as creditably 
as any regular organization. As for discipline, I should 
rate it about the same as that of an ordinary battalion 
of Regulars, neither better nor worse. The Connecticut 
militia has one company of signal corps men. As I have 
paid considerable attention to this corps in the Regular 
Army for the past two years I was much interested in 
this militia attempt. This company usually does the 
work for the Connecticut brigade, and is an excellent or- 
ganization, and its value to the National Government at 
the outbreak of a war will be incalculable. It can run 
lines now with great rapidity, and when equipped with 
apparatus that does away with necessity of transporting 
lances and with Cavalry buzzers and becomés somewhat 
familiar with what the usual requirements of the field of 
action are this company wil] answer all requirements. 
Such an organization deserves lots of credit and all en- 
couragement that the National Government can bestow. 
It has been so clearly demonstrated that maneuvers for 
the National Guard is the only instruction worth while 
to the National Government that every attempt should be 
made to get the National Guard into extended maneuvers 
wherever possible. I have derived great benefit from the 
work. I blieve the government will be amply repaid in 
time for the expense attendant upon the Leavenworth 
school officers having been detailed to the Artillery maneu- 
vers. Coast Artillery problems and work have been but ill 
known among the officers of the other branches and a 
broadening has taken place that can only be most benefi- 
cial to all concerned. And I may say that the utmost 
courtesy has been experienced by myself from both the 
Artillery officers of the Regular Army and from the mi- 
litia officers with whom I have been thrown in contact.”

The Signal Corps has out bids for a canvas aerodrome 
house in which to house the machines that are under con- 
tract to be delivered at Fort Myer this summer. This 
canvas house is to be 120 feet long, 30 wide and 31 high. 
Arrangements are being made for the beginning of the 
tests early in the summer. It is believed from all reports 
received by General Allen, Chief of the Signal Corps, that 
the contractors will be on hand with their airships and 
will make a most interesting and valuable exhibition of 
their achievements in aerial navigation. The Baldwin 
machine is due July 27, the Hering machine Aug. 1, and 
the Wright Brothers’ machine comes on Aug. 28. The pa- 
rade ground at Fort Myer is to be the starting point, a 
large level plain where there will be ample room for 
every desired manipulation of the machines and for the 
construction of any necessary inclined plane from which 
to get in the air for flight. There also is plenty of room 
for the thousands of spectators who will seek to be pres- 
ent. If the competitors ask that there be no spectators 
allowed near them and the request is granted, there are 
at present troops enough at Fort Myer to enforce any rea- 
sonable degree of privacy that the inventors may demand. 
Each machine will be given three trials, and one month 
will be allowed for them. Three courses have been laid 
off for the trials. One has its terminus in Tennallytown, 
to the northwest of Fort Myer. The second is at Seminary 
Hill near Alexandria, to the south; and the third is at 
Falls Church, due west. In the first course the airship 
must eross the Potomac. In the others the route is over 
dry land. It will be impossible for the machines to hug 
the ground, as the Wright Brothers’ ship is described as 
doing in the recent experiments in North Carolina. To 
get over the woods and river and the high buildings and 
bluffs lying between Fort Myer and Tennallytown the 
machine will have to get up one hundred feet at least and 
stay there for some time. The competitors will be al- 
lowed tc choose any of the three courses and must turn 
and come back to the starting place.

Col. O. J. Sweet, 28th U.S. Inf., in command of the 
Army of Cuban Pacification, during the absence on leave 
of General Barry, delivered an address to the soldiers 
who had been shooting for records at Camaguey, in which 
he emphasized the importance of target practice and 
good markmanship. In part Colonel Sweet said: “It is 
a military truism that each well defined period of our 
Army life has had its varied problems, and in later 
years we have had, in the interest of firing efficiency, 
many well thought-out, devised and worked-out schemes 
of range practice and competitions to elevate the service, 
which has been given the riflemen of the U.S. Army the 
ability to make a record unsurpassed in any other army 
in this progressive military world. During the past three 
decades, especially, you have had to deal with and over- 
come not only the old welded theories but to master 
many essentially new and intimate features ere success 
rewarded your efforts, and I congratulate you upon that 
success you have so well merited, so well won. The 
fundamental solution is due to your American character- 
istics, your untiring energy, cool-headedness, a well train- 
ed and determined nerve and an eye and brain power 
that never admits of failure; these attributes have en- 
abled you to make this wonderful improvement in shoot- 
ing a national success for our entire Army as a service.” 


In the North American Review for May Brig. Gen. 
Theodore A. Bingham, U.S.A., Police Commissioner of 
New York city, discusses New York. That city is a ref- 
uge for foreign murderers, anarchists, Socialists, Sicilian 
and Neapolitan feudists, Armenian Hunchakists and Chi- 
nese Tongs; with 80 per cent. of all malefactors arraigned 


of foreign birth, and with large areas divided and sub- 
divided by water and extending into sparsely settled dis- 
tricts—New York has but one patrolman to 547 inhabi- 
tants. London’s patrol force is 13,268 strong, or one to 








496 residents; it contains a smaller foreign element, and 
its area is built up compactly. In all other great Conti- 
nental and American cities conditions are uniformly sim- 
pler, while an ampler distribution of police obtains than 
in the American metropolis. General Bingham wishes to 
have a secret service to do work for which the regular 
police and detectives are unfitted, and he would have the 
patrolmen increased to one in 400 inhabitants. Neither 
this increase nor the extension of the tenure of office to 
ten years will be effective so long as political methods 
rule in a branch of the public service that is quasi-mili- 
tary. Complete divorcement of politics and police and 
the introduction of disciplinary methods applied on mili- 
tary lines will do more for police efficiency than anything 
else. The lengthening of the Police Commissioner’s term 
is a step away from political influence and to that extent 
the suggestion is a good one.

The cnly one now 
in the Navy is Rear Admiral William G. Buehler, re- 
tired, residing in Philadelphia. Wingate, Towne and 
Potts were honorably discharged in 1865 and 1867; Ar- 
rants died in 1890 and Hunt in 1887; La Blanco resigned 
in 1867 and Grafly and Thomas in 1873.

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The work of soldiers of the U.S. Army in aiding vil- 
lagers after a Western tornado has brought out an ac- 
knowledgment from Postmaster George F. Rushart, of 
Fort Crook, Neb., who in a card in the Omaha Bee speaks 
of the “kindness and generosity of the officers and men of 
the 16th Infantry” toward the people of the village after 
its destruction by a wind storm. Especially does he men- 
tion “Captain Crimmins, who came running from the post 
hatless and ordered his men to go from house to house to 
give relief and generously offering the hospitality of his 
home to those who had lost theirs.’ Capt. Edward R. 
Chrisman also was “very kind in responding to our re- 
quest for guards and patrolling the village.””

Word has been received by the commissioners of the 
Massachusetts Nautical Training School that their re- 
quest for another ship, to replace the Enterprise, had 
been granted and that the department will assign the 
U.S.S. Ranger over to the state school next December. 
The Ranger is now at Cavite, Philippine Islands, and 
according to the plans of the Navy Department upon 
the arrival of the Battleship Fleet enough short-term 
men from the ships’ will be transferred to the Ranger 
to man her for the trip to Boston. She is an iron gun- 
boat of 1,300 tons and bark-rigged, 177 feet long, 32 
feet beam, 13 feet deep, and has a coal capacity of 178 
tons. Her speed is about ten knots. In 1899 she was 
practically rebuilt at Mare Island Yard, and when recom- 
missioned was used on the deep-sea sounding expedition 
from San Francisco to Hawaii, thence to Guam and 
Manila. She has also been in coast survey work. 


-_— 
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The rifle teams to represent the United States at the 
Olympic Games in London, England, next July will be 
selected after a competition to be held on the range at 
Camp Perry, Ohio, June 10, 11, 12 and 13. On the even- 
ing of June 13 the team will be announced and a few 
days be given for preliminary arrangements before it re- 
assembles on some Eastern range for practice. It will 
sail on June 20 from New York, on the St. Louis, and 
will reach Bisley range, where it will be quartered, some 
nine days before the matches. The Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps and National Guard and civilians will strive for 
representation on the team. Several members of the Na- 
val Academy team also expect to compete. To secure the 
best ammunition for the match there will be exhaustive 
tests, probably held in Washington, under the supervision 
of a committee consisting of Gen. James A. Drain, presi- 
dent of the N.R.A., and captain of the team; Gen. Wm. 
P. Hall, adjutant general, U.S.A., and Gen. Lawrason 
Riggs, of Maryland. The arrangements for the sending 
of the team of riflemen have been changed somewhat from 
the original program. When it looked as though America 
would not be represented, the U.S. Cartridge Co. came 
to the front and offered to pay the entire expenses of the 
team. This generous offer was accepted by the N.R.A., 
but no sooner had it become known than there was a vig- 
orous protest against allowing an ammunition company to 
incur the expense of sending a team abroad to sustain the 
prestige of American arms against the world. Pledges of 
support were forthcoming to an extent that the executive 
committee of the N.R.A. reconsidered its action and de- 
cided to open a public subscription for this purpose. 
Lieut. Albert S. Jones, secretary of the National Rifle 
Association, whose headquarters are in Washington, D.C., 
was designated to receive the subscriptions. 


~ 
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Extensive improvements are being made on the Camp 
Perry range and the national matches will be better cared 
for this year than ever before. The Ohio Legislature au- 
thorized the purchase of 63 acres of additional land which 
permits the building of 1,000-yard butts, so that there 
will be a common firing line for all targets. The contract 
for the building of the parapet and the placing of the tar- 
gets has been let, the work to be completed by Aug. 1. 
Contracts have also been let for the construction of a 
mess hall 76 by 172 feet, to be built of concrete and to 
accommodate 1,000 men. The upper floor, which will be 








without posts, will be used for meetings. Additional 
water will be supplied by the building of a water tower 
where the water will be filtered and from which it will 
be distributed to all parts of the camp. In addition there 
will be new concrete walks and improved roads, the whole 
of which improvements will make Camp Perry rank with 
the best ranges in the country.

The rules 
permit the entry of twelve individuals, from which four 
must be selected as the team representing the country 
from which they come. Points will count the same as in 
the rifle contest, and should America send a revolver team 
there is little doubt it would be victorious.

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Rear Admira] Charles H. Stockton, U.S.N., and Prof. 
George G. Wilson, of Brown University, lecturer on In- 
ternational law at the Naval War College, have been ap- 
pointed to represent the United States at the Internation- 
al Maritime Conference to be held in London in October. 
The work of the conference is to decide on a code of mari- 
time law to be applied to the proposed international prize 
court which was agreed to by the recent Hague Confer- 
ence. The treaty providing for this codification has been 
signed by.the representatives of this country, but has not 
been ratified by the Senate. The committee on Foreign 
Relations has not yet reported it, and it is understood 
that the treaty will not be reported or acted on until the 
approaching conference has completed its work. 
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Capt. Adolph Marix, U.S.N., chairman of the - Light- 
house Board, is the head of a board appointed by execu- 
tive order to consider means for better assuring the lives 
of passengers and crews aboard ship in case of accident. 
The other members of the board are Comdr. William 
Strother Smith, U.S.N.; Charles Earl, of the Department 
of Commerce and Labor; E. T. Chamberlain, Commis- 
sioner of Navigation; and George Uhler, of the Steam- 
boat Inspection Service. One point to be considered is 
the question of compelling all vessels to carry apparatus 
for firing a life line. In most wrecks the wind is on shore, 
and a line fired from shore often falls short. Tried from 
shipboard it would be aided by wind and wave. 








In reply to the criticism appearing in some newspapers 
to the effect that the sailors of the Battleship Fleet were 
imposed upon and overcharged at Los Angeles, Cal., Sec- 
retary Frank Wiggins, of the Chamber of Commerce of 
that city has made a public denial, saying that “the mere 
fact that the sailormen of the whole fleet started a col- 
lection for the purpose of purchasing a public fountain 
for this city as a token of their appreciation of the treat- 
ment received here is ample proof that the men were 
properly treated.”

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CIVIL VS. MILITARY EDUCATION. 


Replying to the assertion by Lord Esher that eminent 
statesmen, politicians, lawyers, and other persons con- 
sider that the average intellectual equipment of the high- 
er ranks of the Army is inferior to that of men in rela- 
tive positions in other walks of life, Lieut, Gen. Sir Ed- 
win Collen, of the British army, in the United Service 
Magazine effectively disposes of this oft-held opinion 
among Jaymen by showing that such a comparison is 
“really a matter of opinion or prejudice, because it is 
most difficult to gauge intelligence in a particular line 
unless we are experts in that line. Can the lawyer, or 
the person who spends his life in party politics, or the 
city man, pretend that he is equipped with the power of 
understanding the profession of arms in all its extraor- 
dinary directions and developments? We know, of course, 
that some of them do so pretend; but the majority is far 
too sensible, and would deem it as monstrous and ridicu- 
lous to offer to teach the soldier his profession, as it 
would be for the latter to expound legal doctrine to the 
lawyer, to lecture the medical man on his treatment of 
the sick, or the city man on the proper method of con- 
ducting his business. Can the ordinary and average law- 
yer, doctor, or business man—with whom the comparison 
is made—honestly be described as intellectual in the 
sense in which the word is ordinarily used? They may 
indeed possess intelligent minds and be good men in their 
own line, but can it be said that their ‘intellectual equip- 
ment’ is of special significance?” 

If we are to judge the intellectual equipment of a 
large majority of those belonging to the “learned” pro- 
fessions whe discuss in the press, or on the public plat- 
form, questions relating to war, we should argue that 
if they do not show more intelligence concerning other 
matters than they do about war they must need a “gar- 
deen,” as the old farmer said. Current discussions con- 
cerning questions of war and peace too often show an 
absolute ignorance of what are axioms to the military 
man, or 2 disposition to pervert them to confirm preju- 
dices which make enlightenment impossible. 

While Lord Esher considers that up to nineteen or 
twenty years of age the military and civil class in a gen- 
eral way live much the same sort of lives, General Col- 
len holds that the training is all in favor of the army. 
The picture of an officer at the age of twenty-two or 
twenty-three being able to devote the greater part of the 
day to sports or games if he is rich enough, while the 
poorer officer sinks into an armchair and succumbs to 
the soothing influence of a novel, does not please General 
‘Collen, who points out that the soldier’s day as a rule 
begins several hours earlier than that of the civilian, that 
the is not free till he has performed a fair day’s work, and 
that this has often to be accomplished under every disad- 
vantage of climate and temperature. Of course, an offi- 
cer does not have to stick at his desk for as many hours 
as men in other professions do, and it would be fatal to 
the Army if he had to do so. In the years that their 
civilian contemporaries are at their desks, Army officers 
are serving in all parts of the world and acquiring, per- 
haps with much risk to health, the most valuable knowl- 
edge, far superior to that which the average lawyer, doc- 
tor or civil service clerk is accumulating. The average 
man in the ordinary profession is often little cognizant of 
or interested in matters outside the limits of his work. 
There is no need for an officer to be a bookworm, in Gen- 
eral Collen’s opinion, and he rejects the idea that books 
and bookish tests are the chief factors in the making of a 
self-reliant, resourceful and practical soldier.

SOUND SENSE FROM ADMIRAL SPERRY. 


Following is the speech of Rear Admiral C. S. Sperry, 
U.S.N., at the dinner of the Rainier Club in Seattle, 
Wash., on May 25, given for him and the officers of the 
Atlantie Fleet: 


“The ultimate defense necessarily lies in the hands of 
the field army, and if we were to go spending immense 
sums in crowning every bluff along the coast with heavy 
fortifications we should soon find ourselves with the 
Army locked up in fortifications which could never be a 
complete defense in themselves. ‘The proper sphere of 
fortifications is to protect the points where it is possible 
to disembark great bodies of troops, with their stores 
and ammunition, and having done that, any further 
expenditure on fortifications is a waste of money and 
men, 

“Tt is no more possible to Jand an army with its im- 
pedimenta, at any harborless place along the coast than 
it is to handle the great traffic of Seattle on an open. 
beach. The National Coast Defense Board has reviewed 
the defense of Puget Sound within a few years, and 
their plans afford ample protection. It is your duty 
to see that the money for the execution of these plans is 
forthcoming from the national Congress. 

“The navy is always mobilized for the reason that the 
same care is necessary to prevent their foundering at sea 
in peace as in war, and until the fleet has been destroyed 
it is not possible to land such a body of troops—their 
ruin would be inevitable if their oversea communication 
were cut off. It is not merely a question of food for 
the troops. which might possibly to a certain extent be 
procured from the country, but the constant supply of 
military stores and ammunition peculiar to the equip- 
ment for the invading army is a matter of vital neces- 
sity. 

“It follows, then, that with the points defended at 
which the hundreds of ships required to embark even the 
most limited force can be accommodated and with a 
vigilant fleet on the seas the country is secure with a 
regular army of a reasonable size, and it should be com- 
mensurate to the interests at stake to supply the stand- 
ard and pattern of efficiency and a well organized and 
patriotic National Guard. . 

“The function of the Navy is to cover the coast and 
its proper objective is the enemy’s fleet, for until the 
enemies have control of the sea they dare not send any 
expedition across the seas. The body of the fleet is the 
line of battle, of armored ships, but these ships need in- 
formation, for which fast and. light vessels are neces- 
sary as scouts; they need fuel and ammunition, for which 
specially constructed vessels are necessary, in order that 
they may keep pace with the fleet, and to this end the 
policy of the Navy Department for the last five years 
has been to build only battleships and the necessary 
military, auxiliaries. : zs 

“Coming to the question of the Atlantic Fleet, which 
is typical of all the fleets of the Navy, the question of 
the cost of fuel is frequently brought. up, and there is a 
very economical side to the question when you consider 
that day after day vessels of the fleet of identical design 
and construction proceed. at the same speed, one burning 
from twenty-five per cent. to fifty per cent. more coal 
than the other. 

“Such discrepancies are due to inexperienced firemen 





or to inattention, or to apparently small variations in the 
construction of boilers or engines, and day by day the 
firing improves, coming closer and closer to the ultimately 
economical handling. of coal. It is my belief that the 
economy due to intelligent competition between ships of 
the fleet in this matter will within a few years actually 
save to the government more in money than has been 
expended, and, more than that, such practice in the 
economical use of coal increases the radius action of the 
ships, and, consequently, the time which they can re- 
main at sea in the face of the enemy. 

“There is another item in which the saving of money 
to the government is very great. It has been the prac- 
tice to retain the vessels of the fleet within easy reach 
ef the navy yards, which, since they have not been oc- 
cupied with new construction, as they can and should, 
were necessarily dependent upon the repairs made upon 
the vessels of the fleet to keep their force of skilled 
mechanics together, a perfectly legitimate proceeding up 
to a certain point, as such valuable men cannot be picked 
up and laid off any day in the week. As a result the 
navy yards cheerfully undertake more work than is really 
necessary, and officers and men near their homes are 
naturally ready to turn the work over to the navy yard, 
which is anxious to get it. 

“You see before your eyes the spectacle of this great 
fleet, which has come from the Atlantic, arriving in your 
harbor not only on the day but on the minute set, with- 
out having had a cent’s worth of repairs other than those 
made by the ship mechanic, and I venture to say that the 
saving to the government will counterbalance the ex- 
penditure for coal. 

“But it is not proper to discuss this question on a 
basis of mere dollars and cents. The question is what 
has been the effect on the personnel, that personnel with- 
out which a ship is as a body without a soul. Possibly 
when you have seen ships passing through your waters, 
holding so exactly and closely together that they move 
practically as one, you may have thought it was a mere 
parade or evolution, but it is quite the contrary. 

“Effectiveness in battle depends upon the vessels act- 
ing together harmoniously. Leaving no gaps in the line 
or filling them up instantly, and this peace parade is a 
task which day by day tends to make the handling of 
ships in battle instinctive. 

“Consider, too, the great body of officers training in the 
fleet, trained in the same tactical school, advancing rank 
by rank to Commander-in-Chief, each successive genera- 
tion better trained for the trust than its predecessor, and 
yeu need have no fear that as long as the fleet is kept to- 
gether and this training goes on you will ever be without 
competent admirals to fake the fleet to the forefront of 
battle.” 





GENERALS IN THE CIVIL WAR. 


Of the 253 officers in the Civil War who rose to the 
rank of major general or a higher rank, the New York 
Tribune finds that there are now nine surviving major 
generals of the Union, three Confederate lieutenant 
generals and nine Confederate major generals. Only 
one of these twenty-one surviving generals is under sev- 
enty years of age, the average age being more than sev- 
enty-seven. Those who fought in the Union armies are 
Grenvilie M. Dodge, of Council Bluffs, Iowa, and New 
York, seventy-seven years old, who commanded a corps 
in Sherman’s march to the sea; Benjamin H. Grierson, 


of Jacksonville, Ill., eighty-two years old, a cavalry lead- 
er; Otis O. Howard, of Burlington, Vt., who will be sev- 
enty-eight years old on Nov. 8, and who played a con- 
spicuous part in the battles of Chancellorsville and 
Gettysburg; Wesley Merritt, seventy-two years old, a 
cavalry leader of great dash and bravery, who was one 
of the three commissioners appointed to arrange with 
the Confederate commanders for the surrender of the 
Army of Northern Virginia; Nelson A. Miles, of Wash- 
ington, who will be sixty-nine years old on Aug. 8; Peter 
J. Osterhaus, of Mannheim, Germany, eighty-five years 
ola, who aided in the capture of Lookout Mountain and 
after the capture of Atlanta commanded one of the two 
corps of Sherman’s army; Daniel B. Sickles, of New 
York, who will be eighty-three years old in October, the 
commander of the 3d Army Corps at Chancellorsville 
and Gettysburg, to whom credit has been given for turn- 
ing Gettysburg into a Union victory; Julius H. Stahel, 
of New York, who will attain the same age on Nov. 5, a 
division commander under Sigel, and James Harrison 
Wilson, of Wilmington, Del., who will be seventy-one 
years old on Sept. 2, a cavalry leader. : yk 

Of the Confederate leaders, the three stil] surviving 
who rose to the rank of lieutenant general are. Simon B. 
Buckner, of Munfordville, Ky., who prepared the defenses 
of Mobile; Stephen D. Lee, of Columbus, Miss., who will 
be seventy-five years old on Sept. 22, and who defeated 
Sherman at Chickasaw Bayou, Miss., and served under 
Hood and Johnston; and Alexander P. Stewart, of Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn., who will celebrate his eighty-seventh 
birthday on Oct. 2, and who also served as a corps com- 
mander under Johnston. ‘The Confederate major gen- 
erals are G. W. C. Lee, of Burke, Va., who is almost 
seventy-six years old, a division commander in the North- 
ern Army of Virginia and an aide-de-camp of President 
Davis; Robert F. Hoke, of Raleigh, N.C., who celebrated 
his seventy-first birthday on May 26, a division com- 
mander under Johnston and in the Army of Northern 
Virginia; Matthew C. Butler, of Washington, who was 
seventy-two years old on March 8, a major general of 
Cavalry; L. I. Lomax, of Gettysburg, Pa., who is in his 
seventy-third year, a Cavalry leader in the Army of 
Northern Virginia ; Thomas L. Rosser, of Charlottesville, 
Va., who is almost exactly one year younger than Gen- 
eral Lomax and served as an Artillery and Cavalry offi- 
cer, refusing to surrender with Lee, his superior; C 
Polignac, of Orleans, France, who is seventy-six years 
old; E. M. Law, of Darlington, S.C., who is almost sev- 
enty-one years old; Samuel G. French, of Pensacola, Fiu., 
who is ninety years old, and Will T. Martin, of Natchez, 
Miss., who is seventy-five years old, and who served un- 
der Johnston and Hood. 

While there were more Union than Confederate officers 
of these grades, fewer of them survive to-day. In the 
Union army up to Jan. 1, 1866, 130 men who received 
higher rank were commissioned as major generals. They 
were opposed by 21 lieutenant generals and 102 major 
generals, 

Of the surviving Union generals who are of the Regu- 
lar Army there are Grierson, who was retifed in 1890 as 
a brigadier general; Howard, who was retired as a ma- 
jor general in 1894; Merritt, who also served through 
the Spanish-American War, retiring in 1900, and Miles, 
who retired as a lieutenant general in 1903, having been 
at the head of the Army in the Spanish-American War; 
Osterhaus, retired as a brigadier general, who entered the 
consular service; Sickles, retired as a major general, who 
was a lawyer by profession and after the Civil War was 
Minister to Holland and Spain, a member of Congress 


and Sheriff of New York County; Wilson, retired as a 
brigadier general, who served as a major general of Vol- 
unteers through the Spanish-American War and com- 
manded the co-operating forces of British and American 
troops in the capture of the eight temples of Peking in 
the Boxer rebellion.

Assistant Comptroller of the 
Treasury Mitchell notes that in absence without leave the 
day the absence begins is a day of absence, but the day of 
return is a day of duty. The absence of this seaman 
should therefore be reckoned as seven days; not six, as 
reckoned by Paymaster Stackhouse, and not sixteen as 
feceoned a one by the Auditor. Paymaster Stack- 
y ger oe erefore allowed $9 of the $10 held up by the 

Col. E. H. Ruffner, C.E., U.S.A., submitt 
Comptroller of the Treasury a question as “4 gts. 
for contract work on a sea wall at Fort St. Philip, La 
begun in September, 1907, and to be completed in twelve 
months. The wall was to be of three materials, earth 
steel piling and concrete, the work being divided for con- 
venience into three items, and payment was to be monthly 
upon estimates of completed work.

CHINA AND JAPAN COMPARED. 


Those who fear that Japan will be able to enter into 
successful commercial rivalry with western nations may 
be surprised to read what Thomas F. Millard in a letter 
to the Public Ledger, dated Tokio, March 10, says on 
this subject. “Of natural resources which play an im- 
portant and essential part in modern industry,” he writes, 
“Japan produces none to any considerable degree and it 
is not probable she can ever do so economi i - 
parison with other countries. Any great tadeetetal a 
velopment in Japan will necessarily depend upon raw 
materials imported from abroad. In this Japan’s situa- 
tion is similar to that of England and hope for success 
lies in her ability to create a condition by which she can 
manufacture economically for the Orient.” In one par- 
ticular, perhaps, Mr. Millard has not made a good com- 
parison. England has been rich in coal and iron and her 
commanding position among the commercial powers of 
the world came only when medern industry passed into 
the iron, steel and steam era, when her great wealth in 
natural resources gave her a long lead over her competi- 
tors. From the “nation of shopkeepers” England was able 
to change into a nation of manufacturers. If Japan has 
such underground wealth as England, she may be able to 
do much in the way of meeting occidental competition. 

In the United States, as Mr. Millard thinks, Japan has 
an industrial competitor which itself produces the greater 
part of the raw materials needed for its industrial pro- 
duction, and which has cheap and convenient access to 
Hastern Asia, benefits not possessed by any European 
nation. Recognition of this has led Japan to regard 
America as her most formidable future competitor among 
the Western nations. Mr. Millard points out how closely 
the imperial family is associated with the development 
of trade. Raw cotton is brought into Japan by a steam- 
ship owned by the royal family and subsidized by the 
government. It is manufactured into goods by a spinning 
company, a subsidized industry in which the imperial 
family is interested. Then it is carried to Manchuria to 
a steamship line, subsidized and with the imperial family 
interested in it. It is transported to the interior by a 
subsidized railway and sold by a Japanese trader who be- 
cause of Japanese military control escapes local taxes 





‘and enjoys other privileges. Thus Ge se pr ano is 


throttled in Menchuria. Mr. Millard ieves that “if 
American diplomacy actively interests itself in preserving 
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the integrity of ae and the js cnt _— or be 
difficult for Japan’s policy to make way. In 
matters lies the crux of the Kastern question, and the 
West, which has far more than a commercial interest in 
its solution, may well consider whether the further ex- 
tension of Japan’s trade policy, as expressed by her com- 
mercial ethics, can be reconciled to Western interests in 
China.” Comparing China and Japan, Mr. Millard says 
that “China possesses abundantly within the borders of 
the empire almost all the elements which enter into mod- 
ern industrial production and her people are fully as ca- 
pable as and far more numerous than the Japanese. 

However, Bailey Willis, of the U.S. Geological Sur- 
yey, in his description in three volumes of the geological 
traverse of about 2,000 miles in north and central China 
that his party made for the Carnegie Institution, says 
that China’s present needs require the working of all the 
coal fields to the depths permitted by Chinese methods, 
and that when the empire develops her industries the pro- 
ductive capacity of all possible coal mines will be taxed. 
With her enormous necessities, he does not believe that 
China will have coal to export. He estimates the total 
amount of coal in north China at 650,000,000,000 tons, 
which may be 100,000,000,000 tons more or less out of the 
way. As far as is yet known, the larger part of the coal of 
China is in the northern fields, and this estimate of their 
content is 45,000,000,000 tons less than the United States 
government estimates of the total amount of coal in the 
Appalachian fields. 
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OIL TO SUPPLANT COAL. 


Under the heading of “Future of Liquid Fuel” - we, 
on April 4, printed extracts from an article by C. de 
Thierry, in the United Service Magazine, London, in 
which he called attention to the fact that Great Britain 
was building great storage works at Plymeuth, Ports- 
mouth and Chatham, and was utilizing old battleships as 
oi] depots for the use of the Navy, that one-third of the 
ships on the active list were burning liquid fuel, “se the 
nly int of superiority claimed for coal over oil was 
my otestion othe vitals of a ship afforded by full 
bunkers. In every other particular, ease of feeding, 
cleanliness, quick steaming and speed increase, oil was 

erior. 
yo experts have explored every part of the 
Empire, in Egypt, Australia, Persia and Nigeria, in 
search of petroleum, and on May 17 Major J. R. D. 
Graham, formerly of the British army, and J. D. Henry, 
who are on their way to Canada to look into the produc- 
tivity of the Dominion oil fields, arrived here from South- 
ampton. They are experts on the use of oil as fuel on 
steamships, and they expect that Canada will be able 
hereafter to furnish to the British navy all the oil fuel it 
may need. Major Graham said that it would be only 
a few years before oil would displace coal as fuel on the 
warships of Great Britain and all the European navies. 
The swiftest warship in the world, the turbine torpedo- 
boat destroyer Tartar, which recently made more than 
thirty-seven knots on one of her trial runs, is an oil burn- 
er, and there is now under construction a small torpedo- 
boat destroyer, also to be an oil burner, that her archi- 
tects expect will develop fifty knots. ' ae 

“The cleanliness of oil as compared with coal, said 
Major Graham, “its reliability in keeping up an even 
pressure of steam and the fact that weight for weight 
it gives nearly twice the steaming radius of coal appeal 
to the ship owners and the naval architects of the world. 

“The German Emperor has foreseen the possibilities 
of oil as a fuel and has obtained control, practically, of 
the Rumanian and Bulgarian oil fields. All the new 
German torpedoboats and small gunboats have been fitted 
with oil-burning furnaces. The quantity of space saved 
in the ouarters for the crews more than compensates for 
the slight increase in the cost of the fuel. On a large 
battleship burning coal about 250 men are required in 
the stokehold, whereas in a battleship of the same size 
burning oi] only about forty men are necessary. 

“The oil of the fields near Toronto and in New Bruns- 
wick analyzes as high as that of the Pennsylvania fields 
and is much better than the product of Texas, which con- 
tains a larger percentage of sulphur and has a deterior- 
ating effect on the boilers. The British Admiralty has 
used much oil of the Texas fields, and its experts, re- 
alizing that it is to be the naval fuel of the future, are 
determined to locate and seek the control of every source 
of supply that exists in the colonial possessions, Some 
oi} has been used from the fields of Burma _ and New 
Zealand and has been found satisfactory. The object 
in seeking our own oil supplies and having them under 
our own contro] is to prevent Great Britain being in seri- 
ous plight in case oil should be declared contraband of 
war—provided, of course, that there should be a war. 
We want our oil where we can get at it without asking 
anybody’s leave,” 
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RESULTS OF WEAKNESS ON THE SEA. 


That political pettifogging is not the bane of the 
American Navy alone seems to be one of the chief points 
in the indictment brought against the British naval ad- 
ministration by “St. Barbara,” an anonymoys contributor 
to the London National Review of an article on “Ad- 
miralty and Empire.” He deplores the practice of cut- 
ting down estimates, parliamentary evasions, and the sub- 
ordinating of imperial needs to the political needs of the 
hour. His thesis is that “either the British people want 
an empire or they do not.” If they do, then they must 
cease using the navy as a party football. The Liberals’ 
thinly-disguised hatred of colonies should not blind them 
to the necessity of keeping the navy up to the highest 
standards of efficiency. The colonies are in the empire to 
stay, and not even the hottest-headed Liberal would think 
of abandoning a single one. Then why, asks St. Barbara, 
is the absurd policy adopted now and then of making the 
navy suffer because of the colonies’ attitude toward the 
mother country? Bwvidently because the navy was the 
chief factor in the getting and the holding of the colonies. 

The British Isles depend for their existence upon im- 
portation of supplies, and if the trade routes are not prop- 
erly protected by fleets these supplies will be stopped. 
The wealth of England is based upon the combined action 
of naval and of commercial power. While the colonies 
might exist without England, he cannot see how England 
could get along without the colonies. When more than 
a hundred and a half of warships were stricken off the 
active list in 1904, the reserve fleet was put into com- 
mission with only nucleus crews, and ship commissions 
were reduced from three to two years. A policy of false 
economy was inaugurated that left British interests in 
many places to suffer. The absence of British ships from 











Jamaica at the time of the earthquake, when the Ameri- 
a ~ ea intervened to aid the distressed islanders, was 


one of the shocks that awakened the English people to 
the mistakes in a policy that took no thought of the peace 
patrol of the great trade routes where British interests 
needed looking after. The shortening of a ship’s commis- 
sion from three to two years had the effect of dispersing 
a ship’s company just at the time it had become prop- 
erly trained and used to the vessel. The quality of the 
personne] was also lowered by the short service provision. 
Both the marines and the coast guards have been cut 
down, and the latter indeed fear they will be abolished. 
To the essayist it seems plain that a continuance of this 
policy will mean that within a few years Germany will 
be able to control the North Sea without being compelled 
to fire a shot. z 

What loss of control of the sea has done to English 
trade has been pointed out in Edward Fraser’s recently 
published “Champions of the Fleet.” He shows that at 
the time of the American War of the Revolution Eng- 
land’s weakness on the sea kept the country in a state of 
suspense for years, through fear of invasion. The Brit- 
ish fleet was outmatched and outclassed at every point, as 
a “direct outcome of party politics and short-sighted 
naval retrenchments in time of peace, pandering to the 
clamor of ministerial supporters in the House of Com- 
mons. Colony after colony was wrested from us. Eng- 
land’s West India possessions, except Jamaica, Bar- 
bados, St. Lucia and Antigua, were lost. Demerara, our 
West African settlements, Trincomalee and Ceylon, 
Minorea and the American colonies went also—all be- 
eause the ministry of the day refused to keep the fleet up 
to the two-power standard of those times. The Channel 
fleet held the Channel practically on sufferance. The 
effect on over-sea commerce, penalized by excessive in- 
surance rates, was calamitous. From twenty-five to 
thirty per cent. premium was paid at Lloyd’s on cargoes 
from Bristol, Liverpool and Glasgow to New York, and 
twenty per cent. to the West Indies.” P 

On one occasion out of an English Indiaman fleet of 
sixty-three ships only eight escaped capture, the loss be- 
ing several million pounds sterling. One of the bank- 
rupted underwriters was John Walters, who, turning to 
journalism to retrieve his fortunes, founded the London 
Times. The home waters of England were equally in- 
secure, and even passengers were refused on coastwise 
ships unless they would agree to help defend the ship 
from attack. That the French interference in behalf of 
the American colonies was effective was owing, in large 
measure, to the weakness of the English at sea. If they 
had been able to destroy the French fleets sent to Amer- 
ica as Nelson annihilated Napoleon’s sea supports at 
Trafalgar the siege of Yorktown might have had a far 
different result. The richest possessions any country ever 
held in the history of the world—the American colonies— 
were thus lost to England through a policy of. retrench- 
ment that was demanded, not by the necessities of the 
country, but by the unpatriotic desire of politicians to 
pose before the people as frugal dispensers of public 
funds. 
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CONCEALMENT BY COLORATION. 


The problem of a uniform that shall make its wearer 
an inconspicuous mark for the enemy by blending with 
his surroundings may take on a new aspect in view of 
the interesting theories as to the concealing coloration 
of animals, advanced by Gerald H. Thayer in the June 
Century Magazine. He describes the investigations into 
the question. of how and to what extent animals are con- 
cealed by their colors, made by Abbott H. Thayer, an 


artist. For it has remained for an artist, the only true 
specialist in the matter of visual appearances, to throw 
new light upon the subject, and to show that many of 
the ideas of the naturalist as to the purposes and effect 
of animal coloration are based on a mistaken theory. 
The coloration of animals, in its effects and particularly 
in its power of making the animals inconspicuous, or 
well-nigh invisible, is found to involve certain profound 
and subtle principles of light and shade and optical il- 
lusion—principles that might well be applied to the ques- 
tion of an inconspicuous uniform for the soldier. The 
chief difficulty might perhaps be that the soldier widely 
changes his location, and with it the character of his 
surroundings ; while the animal passes its life in the par- 
ticular surroundings that its coloring simulates. But 
like the birds and beasts that change their coloring with 
the color changes of season, from vernal green to wintry 
whites, the soldier might learn to modify his uniform 
with a view to the terrain in which his army is operating. 
Inconspicuous coloration of fixed fortifications and of 
yessels of war might also be affected by the new theories 
advanced in this article. " 

The first principle advanced is that of counteracted 
light and shade, based on the discovery that most of the 
colorations which have been considered by naturalists to 
be “‘conspicuous” are purely and potently concealing. In 
illumination of this it is shown that the chief factors of 
visibility are light and shade; that is, the different de- 
grees of illumination of the various parts of an object. 
Because this is so a wonderful trick can be played with 
any solid object. For example, a statue fixed in an un- 
changing and sufficiently diffused light may be made to 
disappear from sight completely, by putting white paint 
on the surfaces in darkest shadow, and dark paint on 
the most brightly lighted parts, all in due proportion. If 
the work is rightly done all the statue’s forms and fea- 
tures vanish one by one, leaving nothing but a blank, gray 
silhouette. If now a flat background of exactly the same 
shade and color is provided, the statue will be entirely 
invisible. Thus it is shown that light and dark shades 
of color can be made to nullify and obliterate the unequal 
distribution of light upon an object that makes it visible. 
This principle is found to be the basic law of protective 
coloration of animals. 

This is shown by the fact that all wild creatures 
whose habits cause them to be lighted from above are 
lighter colored upon their under surfaces, balancing the 
shadows. A perfect balance between shade of color and 
degree of illumination makes them in their natural sur- 
roundings mere flat surfaces. Then to complete the 
work nature paints upon the animal what are practically 
pictures of the more or less distant landscape. Such, in 
effect. are the elaborate markings of field and forest birds 
and beasts. 

These two principles are the consummation of oblitera- 
tive coloration: full obliterative shading in conjunction 
with a true picturing of such scenes, nearer or farther, 
as would appear straight beyond the animal if there were 
no creature there at all. The solid object vanishes and 
in its place stands a picture of the distance, with its 
numberless details. Finally, it is shown that monochrome 
alone makes a solid object conspicuous against a normal 
landscape. Patterns, contrary to the common opinion. 
have an intrinsic. power to destroy conspicuousness of 
the object on which they are placed. The facts advanced 
by Mr. Thayer in support of these theories are very con- 
vincing, as well as are the illustrations, photographs 





from animals and designs showing the obliterative effect 
of artificial coloration.

CONTRACT SURGEONS AND GEN. O’REILLY. 
To THE EpiTor oF THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

It is an incontestable fact since the bill to increase the 
efficiency of the Medical Department of the U.S. Army 
has been carried forward to a successful issue, that the 
credit and insistence of the Surgeon General, Robert M. 
O'Reilly, has been more of a factor in the fortunate end- 
ing than the political wires which were pulled so vigor- 
ously by both friend and foe of the bill. 

That portion of the act relating to the commissioning 
of the contract surgeons and forever doing away with the 
odious designation of contract surgeon (placing us on the 
level of coal, wood and hay and other commodities con- 
tracted for) was principally due to the powerful and de- 
termined personality of Surgeon General O'Reilly, who 
not only had to overcome the influence of the enemies of 
the bill, but also to counteract the effect of unwise inter- 
ference of some friends of the bill who wanted certain 
amendments tacked to it, which the foresight of the Sur- 
geon General recognized would, if insisted upon, not only 
defeat that portion but jeopardize the final passage of the 
entire bill. 

_To the personal influence of the Surgeon General and 
his loyalty to his professional brothers, assisted by Ma- 
jors Ireland, Mason and Straub, the contract surgeons. 
owe more than to any other combined interest. and it was 
by their influence, meditation and advocacy that the con- 
tract surgeons will be able to take their proper place in 
the commissioned personnel in the Army, and command 
that respect and obedience upon which, as reputable pro- 
fessional men, much of their usefulness depends. By 
a long and exemplary service, coupled with brilliant at- 
tainments, General O’Reilly rose from medical cadet, in 
1864, to be the Surgeon General of the United States 
Army, in 1902, the highest rank attainable on the active 
list of the Medical Department. No one better knows the 
needs of the Medical Corps than he, and he was vigor- 
cusly supported by former Surgeon General Sternberg, 
who was very much interested in the final outcome of 
this bill. 

We contract surgeons have no organization or society 
and no way to publicly express our appreciation for the 
service rendered in pushing the bill to increase the effi- 
ciency of the Medical Corps of the Army to a favorable 
conclusion ; but nevertheless there are many of us with 
grateful hearts who would like to acknowledge our appre- 
ciation for this personal recognition of the contract sur- 
geons as a class and for General O’Reilly’s efforts, and 
those of his assistants, in our behalf. for we will always 
have a warm spot in our hearts for these gentlemen. 

In this connection it would be in place to acknowledge 
the fairness and invaluable assistance rendered the cause 
of the bill by the earnest support of the editors of the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, who in season and out always 
had a good word for the contract surgeons and their ef- 
forts for the final success of the bill were invaluable.

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TESTS OF THE MONITOR FLORIDA. 


Only so much is known of the test of the monitor 
Florida as the naval authorities think it best to make 
public. With Comdr. John G. Quinby, Lieut. Joseph 
Taussig and twenty men on board, under the protective 
deck, the Florida was anchored fore and aft on Wednes- 
day off Thimble Shoal, between Capes Henry and Charles, 
Chesapeake Bay, and fired into by the monitor Arkansas. 
The presence of officers and crew on board the Florida 
was due to a sudden change of plans, it being concluded 
that the danger was not sufficient to require that the 
ship should be abandoned. 

With the right front of her turret staved in, and sev- 
eral of the spiral tubes of her new model military mast 
shot away, the Florida in the afternoon put back to the 
Norfolk Navy Yard. The tests were officially concluded 
at 1 o’clock. They proved eminently successful. The 
monitor is not in any way seriously injured, the damage 
being superficial. Seven shots in all were fired at the 
monitor. Ali of them were good hits and highly success- 
ful. Two sound principles of construction were demon- 
strated. First, that the new military mast is almost im- 
pervious to gunfire, and that a modern turret can with- 
stand successfully heavy firing. None of the turret mech- 
anism in the Florida was injured. The first shot from 
the Arkansas, a trial shot, was a sand-loaded 12-inch 
shell fired at a canvas target, sixty by three, hung above 
the forward turret. It hit the target squarely. The 
second shot, a Dunnite high explosive 12-inch shell. This 
shot struck the port plate of the Florida’s turret just a 
little to the side of a dummy gun which had been placed 
in position to take the place of the regular 12-inch gun. 
The shot smashed the 12-inch armor protecting the front 
of the turret and also badly loosened the armor seams 
on the side of the turret. 

The force of the 12-inch high explosive shell had been 
entirely spent in crushing the armor plate and the cloth 
sereen placed inside the turret ports showed no damage, 
indicating that none of the fragments of the exploding 
shell had entered the turret ports. If anyone had been 
in the turret at the time he would not have been injured. 
The only occupant of the turret was a dummy man, ar- 
ranged with springs and wires to record the shock. He 
was standing at the breech of one of the dummy 12-inch 
guns and was unhurt. 

Five shots from the 4-inch and {12-inch guns of the 
Arkansas were also fired at the experimental military 
mast, 96 feet high, on the stern of the Florida, but it 
withstood the ordeal. Several of the steel rods compos: 
_ ing it were severed by the shells, but its stability was not 

lessened. mast, consisting of forty-eight hollow 
steel tubes, each about two and one-half inches in diame- 
ter at the bottom and one and three-quarter inches at 
the top, forms a structure about twenty-five feet in di- 
ameter at the base and about twelve feet at the top. It 
is equipped with a temporary fire contro] system. It 
weighs 17,200 tons, being considerably lighter than the 
solid steel masts now aboard battleships. It is built upon 
a double spiral principle, each set of spiral columns run- 
ning in an opposite direction. At the top was a platform 
upon which were two dummies weighted and wired for 
recording the shock of the projectile. Two similar dum- 
mies were on the forward bridge, two on the top of the 
turret and one inside the singular feature of 
the test was that the two dummies on the top of the tur- 
ret were not harmed in aes of the fact that the explo- 
sion was powerful enough to smash the eleven-inch ar- 
mor plate. The Arkansas opened fire at forty-two min- 
utes past ten o'clock. Rear Admiral Mason, Rear Ad- 
miral Richardson Clover, Chief Constructor Capps, Na- 
yal Constructor Robinson, Captain Rodgers, Commander 
Strauss, Professor Alger, of the Naval Board of Ord- 
nance; Lieutenant Commander Bradshaw and Lieuten- 
ant White, inspectors of target practice of the Navy, and 
Generals Murray and Crozier, Colonel Babbitt and Cap- 
tain Scull; of the Army, were among those under official 
orders to carry out the program. Among others present 
were General Witherspoon, Captains Gilmore, Callan 
and Bishop, of the Army Artillery Corps: Captains 
Fletcher, Rodgers and Stanton, and Lieutenant Com- 
manders Price, Smith and Thompson, of the Navy. 

The two ships being so close together there was danger 
from deflected fragments of shell coming back on the 
firing ship. Iniperative orders were given for all to go 
below the strong protective deck as an essential safe- 
guard, The red danger flag was then hoisted on the Ar- 
kansas, the two monitors exchanged signals and the port 
gun sent a high explosive projectile crashing against the 
turret. Several of the Florida’s crew who had taken 
positions almost asi below the target turret, in spite’ 
of danger from possible explosions, rushed to the dam- 
aged part and hastily signaled “no penetration.” It was 
not known, however, how badly the turret was injured 
until Rear Admiral Mason, Chief Constructor Capps, 
and others were taken aboard in a launch and put the 
guns through a prescribed test. The training gear was 
tested and responded perfectly. The ammunition hoist 
and elevation hoists were then tested and showed no de- 
fect. This drill was again gone through when gunners 
aboard the Arkansas were transferred to the Florida. The 
only damage on the inside of the turret was the broken 
sight of the starboard gun and the injury to that dummy 
gun itself. 

Chief Constructor Capps said after the examination 
that the fighting efficiency of the turret was only de- 
creased by about one-third. The shell had struck within 
a few inches of the marked spot. Rear Admiral Mason 
called a conference of officers, who made a minute exami- 
nation of all parts if the mast. Lieutenant White climbed 
to the top structure and endeavored to shake some of the 
battered tubes loose. The Naval Constructor tested the 
speaking tube, which worked, although cut. The elec- 
trical apparatus also proved in good order. Foreign ex- 
perts have said that one shot from the enemy’s gun ex- 
ploding in the vicinity of the electrical system of fire 
control would probably derange the entire system. 

A torpedo test will be held as soon as the Florida is 
gotten ready to meet two torpedoes, one fired at each side 
of her hull from the torpedoboat Morris. She will be an- 
chored over a sand bar so that in case she sinks there 
will be little difficulty in righting her. 

he experiment conducted a year or two ago at SaiNy 
Hook by the Army ordnance officers made this test neces- 
sary. On that occasion the shell ripped the plates into 
fragments. The naval officers quickly saw that if these 
shells would do the same work upon a floating ship, not 
-a_vessel in the Navy could be regarded as safely armored. 
This terrific explosive was the discovery or invention of 
Lieut. Col, Beverly W. Dunn, O.D., U.S8.A., who made it 
over to the United States government, but there was no 
telling when some foreign government might evolve an- 
other explosive of equal or greater power, so our naval 
constructors decided to look about for some means of in- 
creasing the armor protection to match the splendid de- 
velopment in the gun and its projectile. 

A great controversy is likely to follow the Florida 
test as to its results, which many regard of no value, 
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because the one 12-inch high explosive shell fired at the 
Fiorida’s turret did not detonate. Officers of high stand- 
ing in Army and Navy declare that if the shell had de- 
tonated it would have demolished the turret. This fact 
is very important in every consideration of the test. It 
is believed that another test will be demanded. Opinions 
seem to agree that the military mast successfully with- 
stood the test made on it. 


GARDEN PARTY ON GOVERNORS ISLAND. 


The Army ladies, “horse, foot and dragoons’—Cavalry, 
Artillery, Infantry and staff—took possession of Gov- 
ernors Island, N.Y.H., on Wednesday and laid it under 
tribute for the Army Relief Society. Men were in evi- 
dence only as humble servitors, prisoners of war on 
parole, and were not otherwise apparent except to 
serve as an inconspicuous background for the brilliant 
display of feminine charms. Jolly tars came over in a 
Navy tug from the Brodéklyn Navy Yard, under the lead 
of Rear Admiral Goodrich and his staff, and in their 
summer uniforms added to the artistic effect as well as 
to the joy of the occasion. 

Tents for the sale of ice cream, lemonade, cold tea (of 
the genuine sort), candy, cigars, cigarettes and other 
articles, were conspicuous in the foreground with their 
brilliant displays of bunting, and fiower girls went 
hither and thither in the throng displaying their wares. 
Even the squirrels were out in their grayest of uniforms, 
but somewhat abashed by the unusual activity on the 
ordinarily quiet post. 

The military program, heretofore announced, was 
carried out in detail, the lively cracking of rifles and the 
occasional booming of heavier ordnance giving the timid 
maidens from the city an indication of what war is like. 

The ladies from Manhattan were on the island in large 
force, and with their escorts returned to. their homes in 
New York lighter in heart, no doubt, as they certainly 
were in purse. The Garden Party was in fact a brilliant 
success; brilliant in weather, brilliant in the display of 
eostumes and in scenic effect, and brilliant in results, 
the receipts amounting to over $3,000, against $2,100 
last year. All the visitors were loud in their praise of 
General and Mrs. Grant, of Mrs. Grant’s able staff. 
of assistants, whose names we have heretofore published; 
of the charms of this Army post and of the industry, 
energy and skill which the self-sacrificing Army ladies 
and their friends and allies from the city had shown in* 
transforming into a bower of beauty the island associated 
in civilian minds with the grim horrors of war. Among 
those contributing to the success of the fair were Mrs. 
Russell Sage, who sent a check for $500; Miss Helen 
Gould, Gen. Horace Porter, and Gen. T. H. Hub- 
bard. General Grant took one hundred tickets and dis- 
tributed them with such good discretion among his 
friends as to greatly stimulate the attendance. 

The guests were welcomed as soon as they set foot on 
the island by the flags of one of the signal stations es- 
tablished for the oecasion, which spelled the word ““Wel- 
come,” and a second welcome was extended to them by 
Gen. and Mrs. Frederick Dent Grant, who received all 
the visitors at their home. Gen. and Mrs. Grant were 
assisted in receiving by Mrs. Daniel S. Lamont, presi- 
dent of the Army Relief Society; Mrs. William C. 
Church, president of the New York branch; Admiral 
and Mrs. Coghlan, Admiral Goodrich and staff and Mrs. 
Goodrich, Mrs. Elihu Root, jr., Miss Grace Bigelow, 
Mrs. Francis Gibson, Mrs. Henry Bischoff, Mrs. Fabius 
M. Clark and others. t is estimated that fully a thous- 
and persons were present on the island during the day. 

The 12th Infantry band discoursed martial music dur- 
ing the afternoon, and there was dancing for those who 
wished it in the Officers’ Clubhouse. The military pro- 
gram included a signaling demonstration, and the cere- 
monies closed as usual with an attack on the fort. 
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On page 997 of our issue of May 16 mention was made 
of the completion of the Guayaquil and Quito Railway in 
Ecuador. A correspondent informs us that the first chief 
engineer of that really great engineering work was Major 
Jchn A. Harmon, a West Point graduate, and son-in-law 
of Col. W. F. Shunk. Other well-known ex-Army offi- 
eers of the American and English armies have been inter- 
ested in that work. Colonel Shunk himself was there as 
consulting engineer. At one time there were ten men in 
the engineering force whose educations had been received 
wholly or in part at West Point. Five of these were 
those dismissed from the 1902 class in May, 1901, for 
taking part in a mutinous demonstration. One of the five, 

A. Cleveland, is now chief engineer of the road, and 

our correspondent believes that the vice-president, R. A. 
Linton, in charge of the mining department for the 
same company, is another of these ex-cadets. West 
TYoint furnished the road two chief engineers, two super- 
intendents of construction, and West Point, with the 
Michigan College of Mines, the head of the Mine De 
artment. Mr. Archer Harmon, at 20 Broad street, New 
York, promoted the road and is at the head of the com- 
pany. His work has been supported and made possible, 
in fact, by the progressive ideas of Gen. Eloy Alfaro, 
President of Ecuador, father of ex-cadet Olmedo Alfaro, 
well known at West Point in 1900 and 1901 
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Preliminary reports made by Capt. Hubert L. Wig- 
more, C.E., U.8.A., who. has for the past six months been 
at work on a survey of the coal deposits in Bataan, 
Philippine Islands, show that there is an abundance of 


coal to be found there, and that it can be mined with- 
out great expense or difficulty. Mr. W. H. Penny, of 
Pennsylvania, a practical and expert coal miner, who 
was employed by the Quartermaster General to assist 
Captain Wigmore, spent several days in Washington the 
past week and was sent to Pittsburg to make a report 
on the necessary machinery and its cost to set up an ade- 
quate plant and begin practical mining. The prospect 
is now so good for getting out Government coal, and 
Army officers are so confident of the result, that clauses 
are being inserted in all coal contracts providing that 
the contracts may be canceled at any time when the Gov- 
ernment can produce its own supply. The work during 
the past six months has been mainly in boring over a 
large extent of country to ascertain the extent and 
depth of veins, and the results are far beyond the ex- 
pectations of Government geologists at the outset.

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A manual on mortars has been recently prepared by 
Capt. Mervyn C. Buckey, U.S.A., district Artillery engi- 
neer for the Artillery District of Puget Sound, which 
will be especially valuable to the militia troops which 
will participate this summer in joint maneuvers with 
the Coast Artillery Corps. The subject of mortars is 
very little known outside the Regular Coast Artillery 
service yet, and it is one of the most fascinating forms 
of Artillery practice. The manual is also adapted to 
the instruction of artillerymen in all branches of the 
Service and contains, among other features, a complete 
description of powders, shells, mortars, and all parts and 
appliances in connection therewith. An especially impor- 
tant chapter deals with the new magazine rifle known 
as the Model of 1903, with which the Army and National 
Guard are now armed. In it is a brief but comprehen- 
sive. ‘description of all the component parts of rifle 
and their uses, the various cartridges and some simple 
and valuable hints on shooting and the care of the rifle. 
The state if New York has placed a number of these 
manuals in the hands of officers whose organizations will 
participate in. the coast defense exercises. 
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At present, writes an English military observe: r, the 
trouble in India that is bringing unrest to the British 
officials is confined to the Hindu part of the community, 
the Mohammedans so far holding themselves aloof from 
even a semblance of sedition.

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ATLANTIC BATTLESHIP FLEET. 


The crowning event of the visit of the seven ships of 
the first division of the Battleship Fleet to Bellingham, 
Wash., so far as the people were concerned, was the shore 
parade of 2,500 bluejackets and marines on May 22. 
From every village, town, city and farm in the northwest 
counties of Washington and from British Columbia men, 
women and children flocked to the city in the farthest 
corner in the United States in special trains, steamers 
and wagons, and some 100,000 people were present. 

Capt. W. P. Potter, of the Vermont, was in com- 
mand of the Naval Brigade, but Rear Admiral C. 8. 
Sperry, the Commander-in-Chief of the fleet, accom- 
panied by Lieut. D. W. Wurtzbaugh, his flag lieutenant, 
and Capt. Hugo Osterhaus, of the Connecticut, rode in 
an automobile, as did also Capt. Richard Wainwright, 
commanding the second squadron; his aide, Lieut. 8. C. 
towan, and Capt. Henry McCrea, of the Georgia. 

An automobile trip for fifty officers in the afternoon 
gave them a glimpse of the back country with its wealth 
of timber land and giant fir trees. The officers were en- 
tertained at an enjoyable bal) in the night at Fairyland 
Rink, and suitable entertainment for enlisted men was 
provided. , : 

Fred Lutinski, master-at-arms, third class, of the New 
Jersey, died May 22, and J. Staub, seaman, of the same 
ship, known as champion lightweight pugilist of the 
Navy, was fatally injured and died later as result of a 
street car accident. The two men rode on the front 
fender of a crowded street car. The chain holding the 
fender broke, and they were mangled under the wheels. 
‘Che ships left for Seattle, via Port Townsend, May 23. 

The Missouri, which had been detached from its sister 
ships at Port Angeles and was on its way to Bremerton 
for repairs, arrived at Seattle, May 23. Men of the other 
ships left at Port Angeles, the Louisiana, the Virginia 
and the Ohio, had a good time at that port. One thou- 
sand sailors had been given shore leave by direction of 
Rear Admiral Emory, who slipped away from his com- 
inand and went fishing with friends in Lakes Crescent 
und Sutherland. ; 

The different divisions of the fleet were reunited at 
lort Townsend, and arrived at Seattle soon after the 
Missouri. From Bellingham came the flagship Connecti- 
cut, Kansas, Minnesota, Vermont, Georgia, New Jersey, 
and Rhode Island. From Port Angeles came the Louis- 
iana, Virginia and Ohio. Out of the harbor of Port 
‘Townsend steamed the Illinois and Kearsarge. 

The gates of the city were thrown open wide and the 
key, made of Alaskan gold, was given to Admiral Sperry. 

As the fleet came into sight around Point No Point at 
2 o'clock p.m., it met the gaze of 500,000 people assem- 
bled on the heights, terraces and high buildings and the 
shores of the bay. The city’s normal popuiation of 
250,000 was augmented by an equal number who came 
from Montana, Idaho apd Oregon and from across the 
Canadian border to witness the unusual naval spectacle. 

Various entertainments were in order, but those for 
the open air had to be abandoned on account of the rain. 
Rear Admiral Sperry on May 23 ordered the Ohio to 
proceed to the Puget Sound Navy Yard, at Bremerton, 
on May 24, take stores and leave for Mare Island to 
dock. This is done to insure the timely completion of 
the docking program before July 7, the date of the fleet’s 
departure from San Francisco for the homeward cruise. 

The cost of the coal consumed by the fleet when it 
will have finished its cruise around the world will be 
approximately $5,000,000. The estimate of the cost of 
coal necessary to move the fleet from San Francisco to 
Hampton Roads, by way of Honolulu, Manila and the 
Suez Canal, has been reported by the Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Equipment as amounting to $2,039,000. The 
Navy Department has been in receipt of unofficial com- 
munications from the Australian government offering to 
furnish the coal without cost required during the visit of 
the command in Australian waters. Of course the gov- 
ernment could not think of accepting such an offer and 
ail arrangements have been made to use American coal 
for the entire cruise. 

One hundred and seventy-five thousand dollars was 
paid out from the various paymasters’ offices to the men 
of the fleet on May 25. A brilliant reception was given 
on May 25 in honor of the wives and daughters of Navy 
officers at the Rainier Club, whose wide halls were richly 
decorated with flowers. Thirteen hundred members of 
the faculty and student bodies of Washington University 
visited the Minnesota. Governor Mead arrived from 
Olympia with his staff and exchanged calls with Rear 
Admiral Sperry on May 26. 

Local amateur stage performers went out to several 
ships and gave the enlisted men and officers a vaudeville 
program on May 25 and the Choral Symphony Society 
provided a unique entertainment on the Connecticut, 
singing selections from “Americana” and “Elijah.” Most 
of the sailors ashore took part in the big barbecue at 
Woodland Park and in track and field athletics, and on 
the night of May 25 a large number attended the ball for 
them at Leschi Park pavilion, under the auspices of the 
Volunteer Firemen’s Association. Large numbers of peo- 
ple visited the ships. 

The sailors and marines of the fleet passed in review 

on the morning of May 26 before Governor Albert E. 
Mead, of the state of Washington, and Admiral Sperry, 
Commander-in-Chief of the fleet, and Mayor John Miller, 
of Seattle. The men passed over a street strewn with a 
carpet of rhododendron, the state flowers of Washington, 
and before an immense grand stand thronged with 10,000 
cheering men and women of the Northwest. The sailors 
as they marched through the main streets of Seattle 
were wildly cheered by a gathering of more than 400,000 
persons, 
. Leading the forces was Capt. W. P. Potter, command 
ing the Vermont. Bringing up the rear were sixteen live 
bears, under the leash of as many citizens of Aberdeen, 
who came especially to escort the bears along the line of 
march. Quite ¢ feature of the day was the presentation 
of the bears to the ships. Delegations from the ships met 
the Aberdeen citizens at the Butler Hotel after the pa- 
rade and received the mascots with dignified formality. 
Frank G. Jones, of Aberdeen, made the presentation 
8 ; 

The grand marshal of the parade was Col. George 
B. Lamping, of the Nationai Guard of Washington. A 
detachment of the United States Army was led by Col. 
Albert S. Cummings, Art. Corps, U.S.A. re were 
companions of the Artillery Corps of the Puget Sound 
district and a good representation of the 3d U.S. Infantry. 

Connecticut, Kansas, Vermont, Georgia, New 
Jersey, Rhode Island, Louisiana and the Virginia arrived 
at Tacoma from Seattle May 27 and dropped anchor in 
Commencement Bay. Some 200,000 persons it is esti- 
mated were ashore and afloat.to welcome the ships. 

As in Seattle, the loudest demonstration in the bay 
was made by the Japanese, a committee of whom had 
moored a scow a quarter of a mile out as a base for 


sending up daylight fireworks. Among the devices fired 
into the air was a huge “‘Welcome” piece. Another 
was an American eagle with a chrysanthemum, a third 
was a battleship, and still another showed intertwined 
American and Japanese ensigns: The six hundred Jap- 
anese who make up the colony here raised $1,500 for the 
celebration. 

The Kansas, Vermont and Louisiana were ordered to 
sail from Tacoma May 27 direct for San Francisco Bay. 
The Georgia, New Jersey, Rhode Island and Virginia. 
Tacoma has made plans for generous entertainment of 
its guests. 

A proposed itinerary has been arranged for the Maine 
and Alabama, organized as a special service squadron. 
These vessels have been detached from the Atlantic 
Fleet and are to precede it by about a month from San 
Francisco on the way home by way of the Pacific ocean 
and the Suez Canal. . 

The Maine and Alabama will leave San Francisco 
June 8, arrive at Honolulu June 17, Guam July 7, 
Manila July 21, Singapore Aug. 3, Colombo Aug. 14, 
Aden Aug. 27, Suez Sept. 5, Ismailia Sept. 6, Naples 
Sept. 16, Gibraltar Sept. 30, Horta Oct. 9 and Hampton 
Roads Oct. 22, four months ahead of the time scheduled 
for the arrival there of the Atlantic Battleship Fleet. 

Ten days will be spent at Naples by the Maine and the 
Alabama, and from one to seven days each at the other 
places at which they will touch. 





WASHINGTON CARABAOS. 


The Washington Corral of the Military Order of the 

Carabao, held a fine “wallow” in Marshall Hall, Wash- 
ington, D.C., on May 23, when the organization enjoyed 
a planked shad dinner. Among those present were: 
Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U.S.A.; Assistant Secretary of 
War Oliver, Gen. George B. Davis, Gen. R. M. O'Reilly, 
Gen. William Crozier, U.S.A.; Rear Admiral T. H. 
Stevens, U.S.N.; Gen. C. KF. Humphrey, U.S.A.; Gen. 
G. F. Elliott, U.S.M.C.; Comdr. W. H. Allderdice, U.S. 
N.; Gen. George H. Harries, D.C. Militia; Gen. D. J. 
Craigie, U.S.A.; Capt. M. F. Davis, U.S.A.; Col. T. C. 
Prince, U.S.M.C.; Capt. G. T. Summerlin, U.S.A.; 
Capt. F. W. Sladen, U.S.A.; Col. C. H. Lauchheimer, 
U.S.M.C.; Rear Admiral A. R. Couden, U.S.N.: Gen. 
3. W. Hobbs, U.S.A.; Lieut. W. R. Gherardi, U.S.N.; 

Reeves, 
U.S.N.; Major P. F. Straub, U.S.A.; Major Edgar 
Russel, U.S.A.; Col. R. Dickins, U.S.M.C., and many 
others. The principal speech of the evening was made 
by General Bell, and it was an admirable one, for the 
General always speaks forcibly and well. He said in 
part: 
“We have been conducting our country in the past 
without serious thought of what is best for it. I would 
like to remind you that the motto of my state, ‘United 
We Stand, Divided We Fall,’ is a good motto, not only 
for the four branches of our Service, the Army, the 
Navy, the Marine Corps and the Revenue Cutter Ser- 
vice, but for the nation itself. We need much legisla- 
tion, and as long as we fix cur ambition on securing 
what is for the benefit of the nation, we can count on 
the fourth estate, the press of this country.’ 

After touching on minor matters relating to the mili- 
tary service, General Bell spoke of the larger needs of 
the country. “We have,” he said, “a few features of 
what may be termed a definite national policy. We 
have the Monroe doctrine, and it is so well established 
that I dare say no one has the hardihood to infringe 
it. The doctrine of the ‘open door in the Orient’ will 
doubtless soon take its place alongside the Monroe doc- 
trine as one of the great things we stand for. 

“But we should go further, perhaps. Years ago, 
when General Grant made a treaty with Denmark for 
the sale of certain islands in the West Indies, Congress 
failed to ratify it. We have been trying to get them 
ever since, but without avail. A few years ago a band 
of patriotic missionaries seized an island in the Pacific 
and turned it over to us, but a monarchy was restored 
to give it back, until finally Providence actually threw it 
into our lap, and now it is a great blessing that we have 
the ‘ 

General Bell also referred to certain islands discovere 
and taken possession of by American whaling vessels in 
the name of the United States, explaining that this 
country actually published a list of the islands with 
notice of relinquishment of them to the world. 

General Bell urged the necessity of a council of na- 
tional defense. “Every other country in the world has 
one,” he declared, “but we have not.’”’ The speaker also 
suggested that the United States Army is not really fit 
to. go to war against a first class power, while the Navy, 
though splendidly efficient, needs to be enlarged. 

“We do not need a large Army,” he remarked, “but 
we do need a good skeleton Army on which to build in 
time of trouble. No sane man, with the interest of his 
country at heart, would fail to encourage the building 
up of the National Guard and naval militia. We must 
not be selfish, We cannot accomplish anything if sel- 
tishness, jealousy and envy prevail among us. Let us 
be glad when some branch of the Service obtains some- 
thing that will benefit the nation. The naval militia. 
should be increased and better organized. We must rely 
largely ou the volunteer when trouble comes, and there- 
fore we must do all that we can to increase and dignify 
that portion of our Army known as the National Guard.” 

Col. R. K. Evans, U.S.A., of the General Staff, was 
elected ‘“‘bombinero,” and saw to it that carabaos did 
not lack fer water, to the entire satisfaction of the herd. 
He was ably assisted by Major W. C. Neville, U.S.M.C., 
and Lieut. C. W. Woodward, U.S.N. The Marine band 
enlivened the occasion with appropriate selections. 

Secretary Coolidge, of the Treasury, made some hu- 
morous remarks, and was followed by Judge Advocate 
General Davis, U.S.A., who, in a jocular short speech, 
accused the Hague Conference of fighting from the be- 
ginning to the end, and said there was no peace in it. 
General Davis said the only real peace conference that he 
had-heard of in Europe during the past year was a con- 
ference of anarchists at Amsterdam, where a red-haired 
woman kept order with a barrel stave and ordered things 
to suit herself. General Davis made a pleasant reference 
to the recent promotion of Major General Elliott, of the 
Marine Corps. General Crozier, the next speaker, dwelt 
largely upon the duties of those in the Service, and em- 
phasized the importance of good impressions. 

Civil Service Commissioner McIlhenny was introduced 
as the man who had succeeded in getting. “‘tabasco 
sauce” an appointment at the United States Military 
Academy, West Point. He laughingly admitted the 
charge was true, and it was true, because he manufac- 
tured the sauce. He said he felt that if the ginger 
shown: by the Army under all circumstances since then 


was due to the sauce, he was very proud ef his achieve- 
ment in introducing it at West Point. 

General Harries told a story, the moral pointing 
strongly to the injunction to sit down at the right time.

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LAST HONORS TO GOVERNOR CLINTON, 


In honor of George Clinton, brigadier general in 
the Continental Army, Vice-President of the United 
States and the first Governor of New York, the city’s 
flags flew at half mast on Thursday, May 28, while the 
church bells tolled during the escort of the remains of the 
illustrious man from the Battery to the City Hall, where 
they were to lie in state in the Governor’s Room until 
night. The committee of prominent citizens of the state 
appointed by Mayor McClellan to receive the body on its 
arrival here from Washington on its way to its final rest- 
ing place at Kingston, N.Y., the old Clinton home, included 
Francis Key Pendleton, chairman; Hugh Hastings, vice- 
chairman and secretary; the President of the U.S., Gov- 
crnor Hughes and former governors of the state, and ex- 
mayors; Rear Admiral Joseph B. Coghlan, U.S.N.; Ma- 
jor Gen. Frederick D. Grant, U.S.A.; Rear Admiral Cas- 
par I. Goodrich, U.S.N.; Lieut. Col. Asa Bird Gardiner, 
U.S.A., and Major Gen. Charles F. Roe, N.G.N.Y. 

The ceremonies incident to the removal of the remains 
through the city of Washington were attended by mili- 
tary funeral honors, in accordance with a G.O. issued by 
Major Gen. J. Franklin Bell, C.S., U.S.A. The organi- 
zation and order of march were as follows:

Leaving Washington Wednesday night, the body ar- 
rived in Jersey City late at night and rested there until 
morning. At half-past seven o’clock Thursday morning 
the body was taken to pier A, where the United States 
troops and other military organizations awaited as escort 
to take the body to the City Hall. For the transport to 
Kingston a gunboat will be used, with a torpedo flotilla 
as escort. The orders for the march of the military 
escort to the City Hall were issued by General Grant. 
Following the grand marshal and his aides came a bat- 
talion, consisting of five companies of Coast Artillery. 
commanded by Lieut. Col. H. L. Ludlow. The 5th Coast 
Artillery band headed them. The Naval Battalion, com- 
manded by Lieut. Comdr. C. L. Hussey, followed, headed 
by the Navy band. The traffic squad, commanded t.y 
Inspector Max Schmittberger, with the police band, were 
next in line, and Troop A led. The caisson on which the 
body of General Clinton rested followed. In the rear 
marched Mayor McClellan and his cabinet, the May- 
or’s committee of seventy-five, the Board of Alder- 
men and a committee from Kingston. The second division 
of the parade was headed by the Old Guard, with its 
band and various patriotic societies, the Sons of the 
Revolution, the Sons of the American Revolution, the 
Society of Colonial Wars, the Founders and Patriots, the 
St. Nicholas Society, Holland Society and the De Witt 
Clinton High School Cadets. 

At Philadelphia and Trenton representatives of the 
Governors of Pennsylvania and New Jersey brought 
floral tributes aboard the funeral train. 

The credit for originating the project for removing 
the remains and the nineteen-ton monument of Governor 
Clinton from the Congressional Cemetery in Washington 
to Kingston, N.Y., rests with Chaplain Roswell R. Hoes, 
U.S.N., a native of the Governor’s old home town. Chap- 
lain Hoes, by request of the descendants, accompanied 
them in all functions connected with the transfer. The 
fellowing letter was addressed to the Chaplain on behalf 
of the descendants: 

. New York, May 19, 1908. 
Chaplain Roswell Randall Hoes, U.S.N., 

My Dear Sir: In view of your long-continued historical 
researches bearing upon the life and times of my revered an- 
cestor, Gen. George Clinton, and also your persistent and suc- 
cessful efforts in securing the removal of his remains and monu- 
ment from Washington to Kingston, the first capital of the 
state—you being the originator of the design and most irde- 
fatigable in conceiving and executing many of its most im- 
portant details—I beg leave in behalf of the descendants of 
General Clinton to most cordially invite you to act as their 
official representative in New York and Kingston, as you now 
are and from the first have been in Washington; and respect- 
fully request, moreover, that in the various ceremonies attend- 
ing the removal of his remains from the latter city to New York 
and Kingston and the several functions attending his reinter- 
ment in the burying ground of the old Dutch Church of Kings- 
ton on the 30th instant you will be kind enough to act in 
the capacity I have named. 

You have already performed more labors in connection with 
and anticipatory of these latter events than could reasonably 
have been expected of you,.and therefore in extending this, in- 
vitation it is not my intention to- impose additional burdens 
upon you. It is simply our sincere desire that you should 


be our official representative in an honorary capacity, and 
that you should personally accompany us in the several func- 
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tions to take place during the. coming week in Washington, 
New York and Kingston. 

The following letter from the President was addressed 
to Chaplain Hoes: , 

The White House, Washington, May 12, 1908. 
My dear Dr. Hoes: } 

I wish it were possible for me to be present at the cere- 
mony attending the: removal of the body of that stanch old 
Revolutionary soldier and patriot, Major General Clinton, to his 
last resting place in New York. As Governor of the State of 
New York, as Vice-President, as general in the Army of the 
Revolution, he rendered services which should keep his name 
alive as long as our country exists. As I cannot be present in 
person I have directed Colonel Bromwell, my military aide, to 
represent me in the guard of honor which will accompany the 
coffin from the Congressional Cemetery to the Pennsylvania 
Railroad station. ery sincerely yours,

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RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 


Gen. Alexander Mackenzie, Chief of Engineers, U.S. 
A., who was retired for age on May 25, 1908, with the 
rank of major general, is an officer of recognized abil- 
ity, and was born at Potosi, Wis., May 25, 1844. 
He was a cadet at West Point in 1860, and was 
graduated in 1864 as first lieutenant and assigned 
to the Corps of Engineers. He served as assistant 
engineer, Dept. of Arkansas, June 21, 1864, to June 
13, 1865, and received the brevet rank of captain March 
13, 1865, for gallant and meritorious services during the 
Rebellion. General Mackenzie, during his long career, 
has served in various parts of the country in charge of 
important. public works, including the improvement of 
the harbors of Lake Michigan, the construction of the 
Louisville and the Portland canals and the improvement 
of various sections of the Mississippi and Missouri rivers. 
In January, 1904, he was appointed Chief of Engineers, 
with the rank of brigadier general. He has disbursed 
many millions of dollars in various public enterprises 
and has discharged the highly responsible duties of his 
important office with great success. As Chief of En- 
gineers he was in direct control of all the public works 
in the vicinity of Washington, D.C., including the water 
supply system, the defenses of the capital, the improve-

Chief Clerk Dempsey, who made the 
presentation on behalf of his associates, testified to the 
love and devotion of all of the employees of the office 
for the retiring official, and declared that every civil 
employee in the office, from the youngest to the oldest, 
and from the lowest to the highest, had contributed to 
the purchase of the remembrance.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


Brig. Gen. Evan Miles, U.S.A., retired, died in San 
Francisco, Cal., May 25, 1908. General Miles served 
with distinction during the Civil and Indian wars and 
later in Cuba. He was awarded two brevets; that of 
captain for gallant services during the operations on 
the Weldon railroad, Va., during the Civil War, and that 
of major for gallant services in actions against Indians 
at the Clearwater, Idaho, July 11 and 12, 1877, and 
against Indians at the Umatilla Agency, Oregon, July 
13, 1878. General Miles was born in MeVeytown, Pa., 
on March 28, 1838, and entered the Army in 1861 as a 
first lieutenant in the 12th Infantry. He became a cap- 
tain in 1865, and was transferred to the 21st Infantry in 
1866. He was ordered to the Pacific coast, and served at 
different stations in the West. He was promoted major, 
25th Inf., April 24, 1888; lieutenant colonel, 20th Inf., 
April 25, 1892; was transferred to the 22d Infantry 
Sept. 11, 1895, and to the 1st Infantry Nov. 4 of the 
same year. He was promoted colonel May 4, 1897, and 
went with his regiment to Cuba during the war with 
Spain and commanded the 2d Brigade, 2d Division, of 
the Fifth Army Corps, which took part in the battles 
about Santiago. He was made brigadier general of 
Volunteers Oct. 6, 1898, and was retired July 19, 1899, 
for disability in the line of duty.

Dewitt C. T. Grubbs, 6th U.S. Inf., died May 17, 1908.

Rear Admiral Arent §. Crowninshield, U.S.N., retired, | 
died in the Episcopal Hospital, Philadelphia, Pa., on 
May 27, 1908. His wife was at his bedside when he died. 
Admiral Crowninshield had been in poor health for a 
year. Last year, while in New York, he underwent an 
unsuccessful operation for an affection of the ear, and_ 
only three weeks ago he was operated upon at the Hpis- 
copal Hospital for polypus of the nose. Recently a har- 
dening of the tissues of the body set in, and the affection 
finally reached the heart. He was a native of New 
York, and was appointed a midshipman at the Naval 
Academy in 1860. He was promoted ensign in May, 
1863, and attached to the steam sloop Ticonderoga of- 
the North Atlantic blockading squadron and took part 
in both attacks on Fort Fisher. For three years after 
the Civil War he was attached to the steam sloop Hart- 
ford on the East Indian station, and subsequently served 
on the steam sloop Richmond on the European station 
and on the cruiser Lackawanna on the Asiatic station. 
He spent the year 1875 traveling in Europe on leave and 
then for three years was on ordnance duty in the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard. He reached the grade of commander 
in March, 1880, and had command of the training ship 
Portsmouth for four years. He was on lighthouse duty 
from 1882 to 1885 and commanded the schoolship St. 
Mary’s from 1887 to 1891. His other sea commands 
included the old Kearsarge, the receivingship Richmond 
and the new battleship Maine. Soon after Admiral 
Crowninshield relinquished his duties at the Navy Depart- 
ment, in 1901, he was placed in command of the newly 
organized European squadron, with the new battleship 
Illinois as his flagship, and cruised from New York to 
various ports in the Mediterranean. Shortly after the 
Illinois had been withdrawn from the European squad- 
ron and Admiral Crowninshield had transferred his flag’ 
to the cruiser Chicago. He was retired March 20, 1903, 
on his own application, after forty years’ service. Re- 
turning to this country in the summer of 1903 he es- 
tablished his residence at Seal Harbor, Mount Desert, 
Me., and usually spent the winters in New York. Rear 
Admiral A. S. Crowninshield was a prominent figure in 
public affairs during the progress of the Spanish war 
and the subsequent investigation of the conduct of the 
naval part of that war, involved in what is known as 
the Sampson-Schley controversy. During the period 
from April 8, 1897, to 1901, he was chief of the Naval 
Bureau of Navigation, and as such had general charge 
of the assignments of naval officers and the movements 
of warships. He also was a member of the strategy board 
during the war with Spain. The funeral took place 
Friday, May 29, from Gawler’s undertaking establish- 
ment, No. 1734 Pennsylvania avenue, N.W. Interment 
at Arlington, with military honors.

DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER.

148. Blank forms for discharge and final statements will be 
furnished by the Adjutant General’s Department, and will be 
retained in the personal custody of company commanders. Dis- 
charge certificates will be used in the discharge of enlisted 
men and for no other purpose, and will be of three classes: 
For honorable discharge, for discharge without honor, and for 
dishonorable discharge. They will be used as follows: 

1. The blank for honorable discharge, when the soldier’s 
service has been honest and faithful, in which case he would 
be entitled to character at least ‘‘good.’’ Where the soldier’s 
conduct has been such as to warrant his re-enlistment, his 
service has been honest and faithful and he is entitled to 
character at least ‘‘good.’’ 

2. The blank for discharge without honor, when a soldier is 
discharged— 

(a) Without trial, on account of fraudulent enlistment. 

(b) Without trial, on account of having become disqualified 
for service, physically or in character, through his own mis- 
conduct. 

(c) On account of imprisonment under sentence of a civil 
court. 

(ad) Where the service has not been honest and faithful; 
that is, where the service does not warrant his re-enlistment. 

(e) When discharge without honor is specially ordered by 
the Secretary of War for any other reason. 

8. The blank for dishonorable discharge, for dishonorable 
discharge by sentence of a court-martial or military commis- 
sion. 

III. Paragraphs 105, 787, 788, 902 and 928, Army Regula- 
tions, are amended to read as follows: 

The commander of a tactical division or separate 
brigade may grant furloughs to enlisted men for two months; 
the commander of a tactical corps, territorial division, or de- 
partment, for three months, or they may extend to such 
periods furloughs already granted. Chiefs of War Department 
bureaus may grant furloughs for three months to enlisted men 
of their respective corps or departments serving under the ex- 
clusive control of themselves or their subordinates or they 
may extend to that period furloughs already granted to such 

_ enlisted men. For a longer period than three months the 
authority of the War Department is y. Permissi 
to delay may be granted to enlisted men traveling under 
orders as authorized for furloughs. The conditions under 
which furloughs to soldiers on re-enlistment are authorized 
will be announced from time to time in orders. 

787. Except as otherwise specially authorized or required 
by Army Regulations, all official communications from officers 
and enlisted men of the Army outside of the War Department 
intended for the of War or for any bureau or office 
of the War Department will be in writing and addressed to 
the Adjutant General of the Army, who will submit all busi- 
ness, coming to him from the Army, which requires action in

This rule will not be interpreted as including mat- 
ters in relation to which internediate commanders can have 
no knowledge, and over which they are not expected to-exer- 
cise control. Chiefs of War Department bureaus are inter- 
mediate commanders between higher authority and the officers 
and enlisted men of their respective corps or departments, who 
are serving under the exclusive control of themselves and 
their subordinates.

“Packages, crates, sacks, etc., in which Subsistence stores 
are furnished to the United States, while in a sense public 
property, belong in a different class from similar packages in 
which supplies or stores are packed for transportation and 
delivery to other branches of the staff. : 

“The packages containing stores and supplies procured by 
the Subsistence Department are paid for in the contract price 
for stores, which are issued, or sold to officers and enlisted men. 
As those to whom the stores are issued or sold are entitled to 
them as articles of the ration, or as supplies which they pur- 
chased for cash, the ownership in the package passes with the 
title to its contents. : . 

“The case of the quartermaster’s stores and supplies is 
quite different. Grain is issued—not to officers or enlisted men, 
but to public animals, or to private horses that are entitled to 
forage by law or regulation; it is never issued to a person as 
are rations; and, unless there is an authorized sale, as in the 
ease of forage sold to an officer, no title to either the package 
or its contents passes from the United States to the owner of 
the animal or to the officer accountable for him.”

“Sir: I have the honor to submit herewith a short report on 
‘Tropical Ulcer’ of horses and mules, its symptoms, cause and 
treatment, that may be of some service to those caring for ani- 
mals at outlying stations. I have proved to my own satisfaction 
that this disease readily yields to the treatment mentioned. 

“Picric acid, I am afraid, is expensive, but it has the recom- 
mendation in this case that it is effective.

“Tropical Uleer.—(Granular dermatitis). 

“Under this name, among English-speaking people in Cuba 
and Porto Rico, is recognized a local irritation of the skin 
known in the United States as ‘Summer Sores.’ 

“These ‘ulcers’ on their first appearance are no larger than a 
small pimple, but readily spread until they often attain the 
size of an inch or more in diameter. They are very itchy, caus- 
ing the patient to rub or bite them until extensive, angry look- 
ing sores are produced which when dry are covered by a soft, 
reddish scab having cracks filled with pus. If this scab is re- 
moved the surface then looks as if it were covered with small 
seedy points surrounded by soft, weak granulations. 

“The cause has been attributed to the presence of a small 
filaria or parasite in the skin (Filaria irritans) probably taken 
in with the drinking water and making its way through the 
blood to appear at points irritated by the saddle, harness, etc. 

“The treatment of this disease used to be a difficult one on 
account of the inability to relieve the itching which caused 
the patient to rub and irritate the part. Now, however, excel- 


lent results have been obtained by the use of a saturated solu- © 


tion of picric acid in alcohol, one ounce of the picric acid to 
one pint of the alcohol: 

“The sore should first be thoroughly cleansed and then weli 
scrubbed or even scraped, after which the solution is applied 
by means of a swab of cotton. This relieves the itching, des- 
troys the parasite and permits the wound to heal undisturbed. 

“It may be necessary to use the solution once each day for 
the first few days, after that occasionally until the wound has 
healed. 

“These ‘ulcers’ in the vicinity of the fetlock, in addition to 
the above treatment, call for a small pad of oakum or cotton 
held in place by a snug bandage with a view to keeping the 
part clean.”

“The principle of having a continuous firing butt, with the 
target butts arranged in echelon, is unquestionably a better ar- 
rangement than the old system of a continuous target butt, 
with the firing butts in echelon. If the experience of our 


“ military does not convince us of this, we have but to look to 


thé state and national ranges where the former arrangement 
is universally adopted. 

“The target reports from the various companies have been 
received more promptly and with fewer errors than during the 
season of 1905, but there is still plenty of room for improve- 
mert in both respects. 

“The improvement shown in the firing in this department is 
most gratifying. During the season of 1906 there were, in this 
department, 88 expert riflemen, 533 sharpshooters, and 474 
marksmen, while during the season of 1907 there were 405 
expert riflemen, 963 sharpshooters, and 590 marksmen. The 
increase in numbers during the season of 1907 was not all 
due to better shooting, but was partly due to the fact that 


“ more regiments had their practice in this department than 


during the. season of 1905. However, the final test as to 
quality of shooting is shown by the Department figure of 
merit, which for the season of 1906, was 52.1; while, for the 
season of 1907, it was 68.8. 

“Tt is thought that the months of March, April and Ma

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has stimulated the zeal of students of aerial flight and 
probably it is correct to say that but for the encourage- 
ment given by the government no such achievement as 
has been made would have been possible for years to 
come. The War Department has tentatively decided io 
give a contract to Thomas S. Baldwin for two observa- 
tion balloons for the Army. One is to be a 540 cubic 
meter balloon. The following are the specifications: The 
gas bag will have a capacity of 540 cubic meters (19,070 
cubic feet). It will be constructed of a fabric of Ameri- 
can manufacture, made by rolling together two layers 
of silk having a layer of rubber between, weighing ap- 
proximately 5 2-3 ounces per square yard. This envelope 
to be constructed with panels so arranged that the seams 
may be continuous in horizontal direction, but not con- 
tinuous vertically. The seams will be made gas-tight by 
a light silk strip covering the seams inside and out, 
attached with rubber cement. The gas bag will be pro- 
vided with two valves; a maneuvering valve for the top, 
and at the bottom an adjustable emptying valve, which 
will release the gas at any desired pressure. Both of 
these valves shal) be easily removable from the gas bag, 
there being no wooden parts permanently attached to the 
gas bag. There will also be provided a neck ring and 
sleeve, with appendix ropes, so that this balloon may be 
used for free ascensions as well as captive. Around the 
top and bottom openings the gas bag will be reinforced 
with an additional thickness of fabric. There will be 
provided a ripping panel, the length being one-eighth the 
circumference of the balloon. The sizes of valves, length 
and diameter of neck sleeve, etc., will conform to the 
regulations of the Internationa] Aeronautic Federation 
for coal gas balloons. The gas bag of the other balloon 
will have a capacity of 1,000 culgc meters (35,316 cubic 
feet). It will also be made of tvo layers of silk, having 


a layer of rubber between, weighing, approximately, 7 
1-3 ounces per square-yard. Maneuvering and other par- 
aphernalia will be like those of the smalJler balloon.

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RIDING TESTS AND THE HEART. 

There is still some disposition to expect that there will 
be a modification of the horsemanship test order issued 
two weeks ago in the direction of adding a forced march 
feature. The President looks on that part of the pro- 
posed test fondly, having himself tried it on and found 
that it is not so bad. It is said that one or two promi- 
nent general officers of the Army have also had the ines- 
timable privilege of trying it on in the society of the 
Commander-in-Chief and found that it fitted them very 
snugly. Ardent military students claim that there is a 
misconception in the President’s mind about the much 
discussed “conditions of a forced march.” In all the 
armies of Europe and in our own a forced march of the 
sort proposed is never at a trot but at a walk. It is 
urged that not many of our Cavalry horses would submit 
to be led in an orderly manner at a trot and that if the 
march were so forced, as the President desires it to be, 
all semblance of a march would soon disappear and the 
detachment would be transformed into a wild and strag- 
gling stampede of Alsorans. 

There is another phase of the matter which it may be 
assumed the President has not sufficiently studied. Gen- 
eral O’Reilly, Surgeon General, made.a stalwart protest 
against the idea of making elderly colonels and general 
officers ride twenty-five miles a day and trot five miles, 
leading their horses. He said that it was enough to kill 
some men who otherwise had every prospect of living 
many years of great usefulness to the country and to 
their families and to themselves. The argument pre- 
vailed. Heart action, it is said, is something that the 
Commander-in-Chief has not studied sufficiently. His 
knowledge of physiology has been confined mainly to 
muscular development—and some way to work off the 
excess of uric acid in a strong and healthy frame. The 
horsemanship test is something far from this. The New 
York Medical Record in an article on this subject calls 
attention to the fact, known to physicians, that the heart 
can stand only a certain amount of internal hydrostatic 
pressure, and any excess results in acute dilation. If the 
person is young and the stretching is not excessive, the 
heart may recoyer ‘in a few minutes or hours, but “in those 
past thirty-five or forty years there is apt to be perma- 
nent damage. It is almost a daily routine of some con- 
sultants to advise men over forty to abstain from ex- 
cessive muscular activity. The medical profession some 
years ago put a stop to the bicycle craze which ruined 
so many old men, and it is responsible, in part at least, 
for popularizing such games as golf, which can be safely 
played to extreme old age.” 

Of the tests imposed on our Army officers the Record 
asserts that “it is safe to say that not one of the 
elderly officers who fought in the Manchurian campaign 
was ever required to do anything approaching this in 
severity. If it had been exacted as a test beforehand, it 
is certain the war would not have been fought, for offi- 
cers would have been lacking. If it is required of offi- 
cers who have not been kept in continuous physical 
training, our Army will be deprived of many of its 
valuable officers fit for campaigns, and many of those 
who do take the test will be ruined for the less stren- 
uous exertions of actual war. ‘Training is designed to 
fit men to stand the strains of war with the least harm, 
and to expose them to the dangers unnecessarily is, in the 





opinion of this medical authority, as foolish as exposing” 


them to gunfire to get them accustomed to being fired at. 
In reply to this it may be argued that it is the duty of all 
officers to keep themselves in as fit a physical condition 
as possible, and that it is the purpose of the riding and 
walking. tests to compel greater attention to physical! 
training.” 

It is undoubtedly the fact, however, that from time 
immemorial the muscular exertions in armies have been 
performed by young men, or mere boys, but though the 
boys were physically able to meet the strains, they have 
not had the matured intellects, the experience and train- 
ing, requisite to the mental work; hence has arisen the 
physiological distinction between officer and soldier. That 
it is the young men, those scarcely “out of their teens,’” 
that are relied on to do the fighting is demonstrated by an 
interesting table prepared by John H. Greusel for a 
recent issue of the New York Tribune, showing that 
“the Union was saved literally by boys.’’- The official 
records of the War Department give the total enlist- 
ments for the Civil War as 2,778,309. Of these twenty- 
five were of the age of ten and under; 225 of twelve 
and under; 1,523 of fourteen and under; 844,891 of 
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sixteen and under; 1,151,438 of eighteen and under; 
2,159,798 of twenty-one and under, and 618,511 of 
twenty-two years and over. Bringing these figures to a 
percentage basis, we find that only twenty-two per cent. 
of the Union soldiers were twenty-two years and over; 
that is, that more than three-fourths of the Federal 
troops were under twenty-two years. Looking at these 
figures from still another angle, we see that there were 
nearly a quarter of a million more soldiers of sixteen 
and under than were twenty-two and over. 

In view of the extreme youth of the defenders of the 
Union, and the reliance upon these young hearts for the 
physical strains incident to fighting, there will doubtless 
be many that will agree with the conclusions of the 
Medical Record that “for thousands of years it has 
been. found necessary to have mature, even elderly 
leaders, commissioned for their mental abilities and re- 
lieved from all the muscular strains which only young 
men can perform. Yet recently the War Department 
has been bent upon exacting of officers over forty exer- 
tions which are proper for youthful men only. There 
must be something wrong with the Army when medical 
science is so ignored.”

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THE NEW PAY SCHEDULE. 


We continue to receive numerous letters concerning the 
increase of pay for the Services, most of which are in 
the form of compliments to the ARMy AND Navy Jour- 
NAL for the part it has taken in securing the result. Some 
of the letters criticize the pay schedules as unfair, one 
bluejacket going so far as to say: “The Navy Pay Bill 
is the most unjust, selfish, and disgraceful measure that 
was ever enacted by the lawmakers of any country. Why, 
such an act would not be countenanced by any country in 
the world, outside of this so-called republic. The in- 
gratitude and elimination of the enlisted men’s rights by 
the Sixtieth Congress will always be held in contempt 
until] some future legislation rights the disgraceful injus- 
tice which has been done them. The bill as passed, shows 
no consideration for the slave who cleans and works the 
ship. The niggardly and penurious 10 per cent. for the 
personnel is hardly worth mentioning. Shame on you, 
Uncle Sam, for such ingratitude.” . 

Another correspondent says: ‘Mr. Foss’s remarks at 
page 1010 of your May 16 issue could have been shown 
to be wrong in at least one point—as, unless I am mis- 
taken, Chapter 975, 32 Stat. L. 932, Appropriation Act 
of March 2, 1903 forbidding accrual of fogies to retired 
officers in certain cases, is still in effect as to the Army, 
but par. 2 of the new Navy bill does not prevent such 
accrual to Navy officers.” The section of the Army Ap- 
propriation Bill of 1903 referred to reads as follows: 
“For additional pay to such officers for length of service, 
to be paid with their current monthly. pay, $425,000: 
Provided, That hereafter, except in case of officers re- 
tired, on account of wounds received in battle, no officer 
now on the retired list shall be allowed or paid any fur- 
ther increase of longevity pay, and officers hereafter re- 
tired except as herein provided, shall not be allowed or 
paid any further increase of longevity pay above that 
which had accrued at date of their retirement.” 

“With the encouragement of better pay, says a third 
correspondent, Robert E. Eskeldson, M.D., young men 
of superior character will enlist and re-enlist, as never 
before, and it will bring back to their old regiments many 
young men that have served one enlistment and quit. 
Under the beneficent effect of this new pay bill our Army 
will be brought up- to full strength, which would have 
been impossible under the old pay bill in times of pro- 
found peace. 

“Under the old pay bill enlisted men were not anxious 
to become non-commissioned officers in the line; they 
could make more money as extra duty men or in civil life. 
It was only the higher grades in the general non-commis- 
sioned staff positions that attracted the enlisted man, but 
under the new pay bill this is all changed—as the ser- 
geants of the line are now paid almost as high pay as che 
general non-commissioned staff used to be, and the pay 
of the Jatter has been so increased that the enlisted men 
ef the general non-commissioned staff now on the re- 
tired list are almost as well off as retired second lieuten- 
ants under the old law. 

“Now let Congress complete the program by reduction 
of the time to twenty-five years for retirement of the en- 
listed man. and in place of casting him adrift to await 
‘the call of the boatman pale,’ place all retired men on a 
list to be known as ‘the retired reserve corps,’ subject to 
be called upon for duty at Army and Navy department 
headquarters and at camps of instruction in time of war. 
where I am sure many of them could and would be glad 
to perform excellent service, while their younger comrades 





. were at the front.” 


We have received four communications, all of them 
anonymous, urging the claims of the Hospital Corps. 
One is dated “Evansville, Indiana, May 10, and signed 
“Ist. Lieutenant, Medical Corps, U.S.A.”’; another 
signed “An Officer’s Wife,” is dated Fort Pembina, N.D., 
May 14; a third dated at New York city May 16, is 
signed “Captain, Ordnance Corps, U.S. Army.” In the 
last of the four letters “A Major General, Retired,” fa- 
vors us with his opinion. By some extraordinary feat of 
astral projection these four correspondents, who are too 
modest to reveal their identity, were able to write their 
letters at the different places. named, but all evidently 
on the same typewriter, and to mail al] the letters from 
Vancouver Barracks, on the same day and at the same 
hour, namely, 5:30 p.m., May 15. And yet one of the let- 


ters is dated in New York city the day after it was 
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mailed at Vancouver Barracks. It is evident that our 
correspondent, who is thus able to multiply himself and 
to appear so nearly simultaneously at far distant points, 
must have the qualifications of an East Indian Mahatma. 

There is complaint by Hospital Corps privates, first 
class, that the new pay bill does not increase their pay. 
This is one of the cases where the question whether there 
is an increase or not may be answered by yes and no 
simultaneously. The following comparison between the 
old pay and the new will explain:

The old re-enlistment period was five years. A man had 
to serve two years at $18 a month and in his third, fourth 
and fifth years got an increase respectively of a dollar 
a month so that in his fifth year he received $21. His 
pay all through his second enlistment period was $23 a 
month; all through his third it was $24 a month. Under 
the new pay bill he gets $18 a month for three years, his 
first enlistment, and then in his second he gets an in- 
erease of three dollars a month or $21 a month. As he 
enters his third enlistment he gets another increase of 
three dollars a month or $24 a month. That is in his 
sixth year of service he gets two dollars a month less un- 
der the new bill, but in the seventh year he gets a dollar 
a month more under the new bill. In the tenth year, un- 
der the new bill he will get four dollars a month more 
than under the old pay. The short of it is that the idea 
has been carried into effect to make the pay invite men 
to stay in the Service and become more and more valu- 
able as they gain experience.

THE MOHONK PEACE CONFERENCE. 


During three days of last week what is known as the 
“Conference on International Arbitration” held its four- 
teenth annual session amid the beautiful surroundings of 
that most delightful of summer resorts, Lake Mohonk, 
N.Y. The conference was presided over by Hon. John 
W. Foster, ex-Secretary of State, and among those pres- 
ent were Admirals Chadwick and Higginson, of our Navy ; 
Gen. Charles F. Manderson, ex-Senator of the United 
States, and many others known in public life or in relig- 
ious, philanthropic, business and financial circles. Speeches 
were made and papers were read presenting the subject 
of arbitration in various lights. The favorite theme was 
arbitration as a substitute for war, and an urgent de- 
mand was made by some for a total or partial disarma- 
ment on the theory that the existence of military and 
naval establishments is all that now prevents the reign 
of universal peace. While members of the conference 
at its annual sessions have been urging this utopian theory 
we have had the war between this country and Spain, the 
greater war between Russia and Japan, and various lesser 
disturbances of a warlike character, such as that between 
France and Morocco. Not one of those who argued for 
arbitration at this conference presented a single fact to 
show that it would prevent war, so far as present experi- 
ence goes, though there was undoubtedly much evidence 
to show that arbitration was the most satisfactory method 
of settling the disputes heretofore determined by diplo- 
macy and which were not of sufficient moment to cause 
war, however provocative they might be of international 
irritation. The amount of ignorance of historical facts 





displayed at this conference even by men of national . 


reputation is almost inconceivable. A large proportion 
of the speeches are displays of sentiment, or sentimental- 
‘ity, as we should say, instead of sense. But Admiral 
Chadwick, General Manderson, Gen. H. C. King and 
others had an opportunity to interject some facts into 


. the medley of foolish assertion, and sound reasoning into 


the chavs of confused logic. The influence of such speeches 
made at this conference during the past few years by 
leading officers of the Army and Navy, and by clergymen 
like Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott, and others sympathizing 
with him, has been very great. ‘There is no less foolish 
talk based upon wild assertion, but this is offset by some 
sound reasoning which appeals sufficiently to the good 
sense of the average member of the body to restrain ex- 
cessive displays of radical and unreasoning hostility to 
military men and to preparation for public defense in 
eny form. One speaker went so far as to argue that 
there could be no circumstances that would justify the 
taking of human life and another that even our police 
force should be abolished. A Mr. Mead, of Boston, made 
himself responsible for the false statement that “the Ad- 
riral of our great armada in the Pacific has just said 
that what we need is fewer statesmen and more battle- 
ships.” As Mr. Mead is a commercial gentleman, to 
whom dollars appeal, we will offer him two hundred of 
them, to be devoted to the cause of arbitration, if he 
thinks proper, if he will prove that Admiral Evans ever 
said this. If he cannot do so he should withdraw his 
statement. Another commercial gentleman, Frank De La 
Lanne, of Philadelphia, president of the Naticnal Board 
of Trade, offset Mr. Mead’s statement by saying in a 
paper read at the conference: ‘How best shall we con- 
tinue at peace? We want an adequate annual increase 
in our Navy to keep us abreast of other first-class powers, 
so that, like the Hanseatic League, whose armed ships 
were called ‘peace ships,’ our fleet may be called the 
‘Squadron of Peace,’ and when the Panama Canal is fin- 
ished it will be strong enough to insure peace on the east 
and west coasts of North and South America.” Mr. De 
La Lanne also argued for a subsidy to increase our 
merchant marine, saying that he could see no reason why 
a government which protects:a ship on land should not 
also protect one afloat. 





‘The Navy wants mechanics as warrant officers and ex- 
aminations for candidates for this grade will soon be 
ordered. A candidate for appointment as acting carpen- 
ter must, except when an ex-apprentice, be not less than 
twenty-one nor more than thirty years of age. His pro- 
fessional and moral examination shall be conducted by 
a board composed of a naval constructor, an assistant 
naval constructor, and & chief carpenter or a carpenter. 
He must be a good mechanic, having a general knowl- 
edge of practical shipbuilding in wood, iron, and steel, 
and of the qualities and strength of the materials used 
therein. The pay of carpenters on appointment is $1,300 
per annum at sea, $1,000 per annum on shore duty, and 
$800 per annum when on leave or waiting orders. This 
pay is increased every three or five years until after 
fifteen years it is $1,960 per annum whether at sea or on 
shore. Persons desirous of competing for the position of 
carpenter in the Navy should make application to the 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, Navy Department, 
Washington, D.C., for a permit to appear before the 
board of examination. ‘The application should state the 
date and place of birth, the present age, present residence, 
occupation, and by whom employed.

The Bureau of Construction is progressing steadily in 
the work of preparing plans and specifications for 
trunked-in ammunition hoists for such vessels as are 
not completed and for which appropriations are avail- 
able under the head of new construction. Congress re- 
fused to allow the $800,000 asked for this work, and 
when the Senate put in $500,000 for it the conferees 
struck the item out and left the Department helpless in 
the effort to meet the situation brought on by the 
various accidents that have demonstrated the desira- 
bility for better protection of men and officers in the 
turrets and handling rooms. Two stage hoists will be 
placed in all the new ships, whose construction had not 
progressed so far to make it impracticable, and of course 
in all that are wholly new, such as the South Carolina, 
Michigan, North Dakota and Delaware. But the trunked- 
in hoists will be put in on the Montana, New Hamp- 
shire, Mississippi, Idaho and North Carolina in all prob- 
ability within the coming year. 








The new Dreadnought is to be built at the New York 
yard and the new collier just authorized by Congress at 
Philadelphia. The fact that the battleship is te be 
constructed at the New York yard encourages Wew 
Yorkers to hope that she will be named after the Em- 
pire state. To do this the name of the old cruiser, 
Sampson’s flagship, will have to be changed, and prob- 
ably by act of Congress. The names of the monitors 
Florida and Arkansas were directed by Congress in the 
last Navy bill to be changed with the purpose of making 
way for naming big ships after those states. Utah has 
thus far had no ship named after her and she will make 
a strenuous claim to have the new Dreadnought as a 
namesake, with Florida, Arkansas and New York press- 
ing her close. Much will depend on who is Commander- 
in-Chief of the Navy after March 4, 1909.

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It has been decided not to order the two battalions 
of the 27th Infantry, now in Cuba, to Fort Sheridan. 
Several weeks ago a decision to do so was reached as 
the result of an appeal from General Carter, command- 





ing the Department of the Lakes, who said that he did - 


not have troops enough to conduct the target practice, 


the rifle competition and the maneuvers that were to 


be held in the Department. It is now said that the 
President and Secretary Taft have concluded to keep the 
troops now in the Island there until after the approach- 
ing elections and the re-establishment of the republic. 
This, some believe, will result in bringing the troops 
home from Cuba several months sooner than was other- 
wise probable.

The Signal Corps officers at Washington are conduct- 
ing a regular series of classes in aeronautics to drill 
enlisted men of the corps in self-confidence in balloon 
work and the practical manipulation of balloons and 
dirigibles. Lieutenant Lahm and Captain Wallace made 
an ascension Tuesday with two enlisted men on board of 
No. 10, and other ascensions will follow regularly several 
times each week to take up a considerable number of 
men, who will, as they develop their aptitude for aero- 
nautics, be trusted with important work and will be in 
line for expert work with dirigibles of the heavier-than- 
air type when the War Department has made a purchase 
in this line.

The passage of S. 4816, amending the Dick act to pro- 
mote the efficiency of the militia, which became a law 
over five years ago, Jan. 21, 1908, opens a new era to the 
organized militi: of this country making them in effect 
a reserve of the Regular Army. The text of the Dick 
Militia Bill as emended by the new act appears on page 
1072 of this issue. 

On Aug. 24 next an examination will be held of candi- 
dates for appointments in the Marine Corps as second 
lieutenants. There are about forty-eight extra vacancies 
in this grade. An effort will be made to hold the ex- 
aminations in ten different cities, so as to make it un- 
necessary for those wishing to make the examination to 
come to Washington.

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THE NEW MILITIA ACT. 

As now amended, the Dick Law (Act of Jan. 21, 
1903), amended by the act just adopted, S. 4316, pro- 
vides as follows: 

Sec. 1. Divides the men of military age (18 to 44, 
inclusive} into two classes: the Organized Militia by 
whatever name they are known in the several states, 
and the Reserve Militia; the application of the law be- 


‘ ing limited to the militia organized as a land force. 


Sec. 2. Exempts from the operation of the act certain 
classes of. official or semi-official persons heretofore ex- 
ones, and members of religious sects opposed to war. 

3. Provides that the Organized Militia shall con- 
sist of the active militia of the several states who par- 
ticipate in the annual appropriation of Congress for 
militia purposes, and who shall, after June 21, 1910, 


conform in organization, armament and discipline to 


the Regular Army, “subject in time of peace to such 
general exceptions as may be authorized by the Secre- 
tary of War.” Each militia division is to have one 
lieutenant colonel] inspector of small arms practice, each 
brigade one inspector with the rank of major, each regi- 
ment one captain and assistant inspector, and each 
separate or unassigned organization a lieutenant inspec- 
tor. The President, in time of peace, is authorized to 
fix the minimum number of each organization. Corps of 
Artillery, Cavalry and Infantry in continuous existence 
since May 8, 1792, are authorized to retain their accus- 
tomed privileges, being otherwise subject to this law. 

Secs. 4, 5, 6. Provide that in case of invasion or re- 
bellion, the President can call for such number of the 
Organized Militia as he requires, “through the Govern- 
ors, of in ease of the District of Columbia militia, 
through its commanding general, apportioning them ac- 
cordimg to population, specifying the period of service, 
and holding none to service beyond the period of enlist- 
ment or commission. The Organized Militia are to be 
called into service after the Regular Army and before 
any volunteer force. 

Sec. 7. Atthorizes the militia to be mustered for ser- 


- vice without further enlistment and without medical 


examination, except in the case of states and territories 
which have not adopted the standard of medical exami- 
nation prescribed for the Regular Army. Any militia- 
man who refuses to present himself for muster when 
called shall be punished by court-martial, the courts 
(See. 8) to be composed of Militia officers. 

Sees. 9, 10, 11. Subject the Militia when in service to 


’ the Rules and Articles of War, giving them the same 


pay as Regulars from the day of their appearing at the 
place of company rendezvous. 

Sec. 12. Provides for an adjutant general in each state. 

Sec. 13. The Secretary of War is authorized to pro- 
cure by purchase or manufacture to an amount not ex- 
ceeding $2,000,000 in any fiscal year, arms, accoutre- 
ments, equipments, uniforms, clothing, equipage and 
military stores for the Organized Militia uniform with 
the Regular Army, and without charge against their an- 
nual appropriation; also to give new arms and ammuni- 
tion in exchange for their old ones, “without receiving 
any money credit therefor,” all to remain the property of 
the United States. The Secretary of War shall fix the 
clothing allowance of the Militia, which the governors 
of the states are authorized to drop from their returns 
as expended. The Secretary of War is further au- 
thorized to issue small arms and ammunition on the 
requisition of the governor on the proportion of one-half 
of that allowed the Regulars, and without charging it 
against the state’s allowance. 

Sec. 14 remains unchanged, as in the Act of 1903. 
It provides for militia inspections by officers of the 
Army and the payment, out of the annual allotment to 
the Militia, of the expenses of militia encampments. 

Sees. 15 and 16 are amended to read as follows: 

Sec. 15. That the Secretary of War is authorized to pro- 
vide for participation by any part of the organized militia 
of any state or territory on the request of the Governor thereof 
in the encampment, maneuvers, and field instruction of any 
part of the Regular Army at or near any military post or 
camp or lake or seacoast defenses of the United States. In 
such case the organized militia so participating shall receive 
the same pay, subsistence, and transportation as is provided 
by law for the officers and men of the Regular Army, and no 
part of the sums approprated for the support of the Regular 
Army shall be used to pay any part of the expenses of the 
organized militia of any state, territory, or District of Co- 


* lumbia, while engaged in joint encampments, maneuvers, and 


. field 


. 


instruction of the Regular Army and militia, but all 
payments to the militia under the provisions of this section 
and all allowances for mileage shall be made solely from the 
sums appropriated for such purposes: Provided, That the 
command of such military post or camp and the officers and 
troops of the United States there stationed shall remain with 
the regular commander of the post without regard to the rank 
of the commanding or other officers of the militia temporarily 
so encamped within its limits or in its vicinity: Provided 
further, That except asherein specified the right to command 
during such joint encampments, maneuvers, and field instruc- 
tion shall be governed by the rules set out in Articles 122 and 
124 of the rules and articles for the government of the armies 
of the United States. The sums appropriated for the organized 
militia for such joint encampment, maneuvers, and field instruc- 
tion shall be disbursed as, and for that purpose shall consti- 
tute, one fund; and the Secretary of War shall forward to Con- 
gress, at each session next after said encampment, a detailed 
statement of the expenses of such encampments and maneuvers. 

Sec. 16. That whenever any officer or enlisted man of the 
organized militia shall upon the recommendation of the Gov- 
ernor of any state, territory, or the commanding general of 
the District of Columbia militia, and when authorized by the 
President, attend and pursue a regular course of study at any 
military school or college of the United States, such Officer or 
enlisted man shall receive from the annual appropriation for 
the support of the Army, the same travel allowances and quar- 


‘ters or commutation of quarters to which an officer or enlisted 


man of the Regular Army would be entitled for attending such 
school or college under orders from proper military authority; 
such officer shall also receive commutation and subsistence at 
the rate of one dollar per day and each enlisted man such sub- 
sistence as is furnished to an enlisted man of the Regular 
Army while in actual attendance upon a course of instruction. 

Sees. 17, 18, 19 remain unchanged. Sec. 17 provides 
for the issue to the Militia stores, supplies or publica- 
tions supplied to the Army, to be charged against their 
allotment; also for the sale to them at cost of Army stores, 
supplies, material of war or military publications. Sec. 


18 requires participation in practice marches or camps - 
of instruction for at least five consecutive days; drill or . 


target practice not less than twenty-four times annually, 
and annual inspection by an officer of Militia or of the 
Army. Sec. 
militia camps of Army officers, who shall report to the 
Secretary of War. 

See. 20 is as follows: 

Sec. 20.. That upon the application of the Governor of any 
state or territory furnished with material of war under the 
provisions of this act, or former laws of Congress, the Secre- 
tary of War may, in his. diseretion, detail one or more officers

Section 
1661, Revised Statutes, as amended, and shall be paid there- 
from, and not from the allotment duly apportioned to .any.,.par- 
ticular state, territory, or the District of Columbia; oy a list 
of such expenses shall be submitted to Congress annually by ‘the 
Secretary of War in connection with his annual report. 

Sec. 21. Authorizes the issue to militia of ammunition 
for instruction in firing and target practice under the 
direction of an officer selected for that purpose. 

Sec. 22. Gives the Militia the benefit of the U.S 
pension laws when in service of United States. 

Sec. 23. Provides for examinations by board to de- 
termine who are qualified to be inscribed on a list to be 
kept in the War Department of those eligible for com- 
missions in any volunteer force hereafter called for such 
commissions to be distributed proportionately ameng the 
various states, and to be limited for second lieutenants 
to those under thirty, for first lieutenants under thirty- 
five, captains under forty, majors under forty-five; ‘Heu- 
tenant colonels under fifty, and colonels under fifty-five. 
“The President may authorize persons from this class 
to attend and pursue.a regular course of study at any 
military school or college of the United States, other 
than the Military Academy at West Point, atid to re 
ceive from the annual appropriation for the support of 
the Army the same allowances and commutations: as pro- 
vided in this act for officers of thé Organized Militia.”

GENERAL DEFICIENCY APPROPRIATION. 

H.R. 21946, the General Deficiency Appropriation 
hill, which passed the House May 18, was amended in 
the Senate on May 21, and passed by that body. © The 
House disagreed to the amendments and the bill was 
sent to a conference committee. 

The bill provides that the members of the class of 
midshipmen graduated from the Naval Academy on Sept. 
12, 1906, and Feb. 11, 1907, shall, subject to the usual 
examinations, be commissioned as ensigns after, two 
years’ sea service from the dates, respectively, . of such 
graduation, and as in the case of other graduates from 
the Naval Academy. The bill also provides that:- “The 
Secretary of the Navy is authorized to employ and pay, 
during the fiscal year 1909, out of the lump appropria- 
tions of the several bureaus of the Navy Department, 
such classified civil service employees as may be necessary 
to properly perform the clerical, drafting,. inspection, 
messenger, and other classified work at the several navy 
yards and stations: Provided, That the Secretary of the 
Navy shall submit to Congress detailed estimates for all 








‘such classified civil service employees that may: be re- 


quired to be employed during the fiscal year 1910, and 
annually thereafter, and no such classified. civil service 
employees shall, be employed during the fiscal year 1910, 
or in any subsequent fiscal year, and paid from such 
lump appropriations except under specific authorization 
granted by law from year to year based upon estimates 
as herein required.”

MILITARY ACADEMY BILL. 


The conferees on H.R. 21875, the Military Academy 
Appropriation Bill, which passed as noted May 23, 
reported agreement on May 23, andthe report was ac- 
cepted by both Houses of Congress. -As adopted, ihe 
measure appropriates $845,634.87, which is some nine- 
teen thousand more than the amount voted by the House 
and: $69,232.50 less than the Senate vote. The Senate 
appropriation of $60,000 for pay of extra cadets was re- 
jected. The addition by the.Senate of $100 to the pay 
of professor of ordnance and .science of gunnery was 
adopted. The salary of the added professor of English 
and history is placed at $3,000. The Senate sought to 
inake the teacher of military hygiene a full professor 
and lieutenant colonel, but as adopted provision is made 
for a mere Army detail as instructor.

SUNDRY CIVIL BILL.

Pacific Exposition is given an appropriation of $600,000 
for Government participation. The bill goes to the Presi-

PORTO RICO REGIMENT’S STATUS FIXED. 
The House on May 25 took up the bill H.R. 18618, 
fixing the status of the Porto Rico Provisional Regiment 





- of Infantry, and concurred inthe Senate amendments. 


As enacted the bill provides: 
That on and after: the 30th day of June, 1908, the Porto 


. Rico Provisional. Regiment of Infantry shall be designated the 


Porto Rico Regiment of Infantry of the U.S. Army. It shall 
be composed of the two existing battalions of the Porto Rico 
Provisional ‘Regiment of Infantry 

Sec. 2. That the field officers of said regiment shall be one 
lieutenant colonel and two majors, who shall be detailed for 
four years by the. President from officers not below the rank of 
captain. gf the Army. 

Sec.. 3. That the present captains and lieutenants of the 
Porto Rico Provisional Regiment of Infantry appointed or 
who were reappointed after. a mental, physical and professional 
examination, may be recommissioned as officers of the Porto 
Rico Regiment of Infantry. 

Sec. 4. That wacancies in the grade of second lieutenant 
may be filled by the President, in his discretion by the appoint- 
ment of citizens of Porto Rico whose qualifications for commis- 
sions shall be-.established by .examination. - 

Sec. 5. That promotions to the grade of first lieutenant and 








“observer, .first class, $9; plotter, $9; chief planter, 
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captain shall. be according to seniority within the regiment, 


subject to the examination provided by law. All appointments 
‘and promotions herein provided for shall be made with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate. Officers of the Porto Rico 
Regiment of Infantry shall have the same rank, pay, rights, and 
allowances provided by law for officers of similar rank in the 
Army of the United States, except as herein provided with re- 
gard to promotion. Any of the officers provided for by Section 
3 who may have become incapacitated for active service by rea- 
son of disability incident to the service shall be placed upon the 
retired list with the rank to which they would otherwise be 
entitled. 

Sec. 6. That all laws or parts of laws inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act are hereby repealed.

COMMISSIONS WITH INCREASED RANK. 


H.R. 22101, introduced in the House with a favorable 
report on May 22, provides “that officers of the Army, 





-Navy, and Marine Corps on the retired list whose rank 
‘has been, or shall hereafter be, advanced by operation of 
_ or in accordance with law, shall be entitled to, and shall 


receive, commissions in accordance with such advanced 
rank; and if any such retired officer of the Army has 
been, or shall be, on or assigned to any duty or service 


‘wherein by law he is entitled to the full pay and allow- 


ances of his grade, he shall be held entitled to receive the 
full pay and allowances of the grade corresponding to 
such advanced rank.” (This is the subject matter of the 
Senate “rider” to the Military Academy Bill, stricken 
out in conference on that bill.) The report of the Mili- 
tary Committee states: 


“The bill provides commissions for Civil War veterans 
whose rank has been advanced on the retired list. By 
the Army Bill of April 23, 1904, an officer below the 
grade of brigadier general and. who is a Civil War vet- 
eran (with certain exceptions) may, in the discretion of 
the President, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, be placed on the retired list of the Army with 
the rank and retired pay of one grade above that actuallv 
held by him at the time of retirement. This act is held 
to apply to the Marine Corps. By the Act of June 29, 
1906, a like provision was made as to officers of the 
Navy not above the grade of captain. It has been held 
that the foregoing language did not provide for commis- 


. Sioning these officers at a grade higher, but simply giv- 


ing them the retired rank and pay. ‘ 

“This bill authorizes a commission to be issued to them 
of the proper rank which they hold. The expense to the 
government of a commission will amount to only the 
small sum of cost of preparing the commissions. This bill 
likewise removes doubt as to the pay of retired Army 
officers on active duty, and this includes marines not 
above the rank of major. By the same Army Act of April 
23, 1904. the Secretary of War might assign retired offi- 
cers, with their consent, to active duty recruiting with 
the militia, as military attachés, on courts-martial of in- 
quiry, boards, and staff duty, and such officers while so 
assigned shall receive the full. pay and allowances of 
their respective grades. By acts of 1905 and 1906 such 
additions to the retired pay must not carry the total be- 
yond the full pay and allowances of a major on the 
active list. It had always been supposed by the Pay De- 
partment that a Civil War veteran, say a captain, retired 
with extra grade, say that of major, and assigned to 
active duty, would receive the full pay and allowances of 
a major. The Comptroller, however, has questioned 
whether it might not properly be held that while the offi- 
cer’s rank and pay on the retired list was increased, this 
was not so as to his grade, and that the ‘full pay and 
allowances of his grade’ are those of his rank before the 
advance, The same question is raised as to the retired 
major, military storekeeper, on duty at the White House. 
The bill removes these doubts, and enacts that when the 
officer by law is entitled to the full pay and allowances 
of - grade this shall mean the grade of his advanced 
rank. 

“This provision does not apply to the Navy, where the 
provision as to the assignment of officers to active duty is 
entirely different and where the very highest officers may 
be so assigned and receive the full pay and allowances 
of the rank from which they were retired without any 
limitation, like that in the Army, which would limit the 
active pay and allowances to that of lieutenant com- 
mander. This bill does not interfere with the Navy sys- 
tem, which on the whole is much more liberal than that 
of the Army, but it interprets the present law as to the 
Army and Marine Corps as it has always been under- 
stood in the War Department, by the officers, and by 
Congress.”

HORSES FOR THE ARMY. 


The Quartermaster General has this week advertised 
for the purchase of one hundred colts to be delivered at 
the Fort Reno remount depot, which has been placed in 
charge of Capt. Letcher Hardeman, formerly of the 11th 
Cavalry. The aim is to develop these colts and to break 
them specially for Cavalry use. The prospect is that 
hereafter under the workings of the new pay law, which 
provides that the government shall furnish horses for 
mounted officers if they do not wish to provide their own 
mounts, it will be necessary for the government to buy a 
large number of horses. Officers may be willing to pro- 
vide their own horses and get the allowance of $150 a 
year for one animal and $200 for two, so long as they 
are on duty in the United States. But when they go to 
the Philippines it is good-bye horse, for animals over there 
cannot be brought back to this country. It is true that 
in some cases horses have been sold in the islands at fair 
prices, but the risk of disease and the uncertainty as to 
selling will deter many from taking their horses with 
them, Beginning July 1, when the new appropriation be- 
comes available, more horses will be advertised for and 
the number gradually increased at Reno to four hundred. 
The policy of buying colts is that pursued by Germany 
and France. Germany has been buying American horses 
steadily for years and under regulations that call for 
three-year-olds, the theory being that a good colt that is 
sound and has not been stunted can be fed to size and 
trained to shape better by the government than by in- 
dividuals, uniformity of results in the end being consid- 
ered paramount. ‘The following are the specifications 
prepared by the Quartermaster’s Department. for the 
horses to be bought this year. They are well worth the 
attention of breeders and horsemen generally. 

Cavalry Horses. 

The young Cavalry horse must be sound, well bred, of a 
superior class, and have quality; gentle, free from vicious 
habits and of a kind disposition; with free and prompt action 
at the walk, trot and gallop; without material blemish or de- 
fect, and otherwise to conform to the following description: 
A gelding of specified color, in good health and fair condition; 
from three to four years old; weighing from 875 to 1,000 
—— depending on height, which should be from 15 to 15% 

ands. 

Head.—Small and well set on neck; with ears small, thin, 
neat and erect; forehead broad and full; eyes large, promi- 
nent and mild, with well developed brow and fine eyelid; 
vision perfect in every respect; muzzle small and fine; mouth 
deep; lips thin and firmly compressed; nostrils large and fine; 
and branches of under-jaw (adjoining neck) wide apart. Neck. 
—Light, moderately long, and tapering toward the head, with 
crest firm and longer than under side; mane fine and intact. 

Withers.—Elevated, not unduly fine, well. developed and 
muscled. Shoulders.—Long, oblique and well muscled. Chest. 
—Full, very deep, moderately broad, and plump in front. 

Forelegs.—Vertical, and properly placed; with elbow large, 
long, prominent and clear of chest; forearm large at the elbow, 
long and heavily muscled, with knees large, prominent, and 
wide in front. Back.—Straight, and well muscled. Loins.— 
Broad, straight, very short and muscular. 

Barrel.—Large, increasing in size toward flanks, with ribs 
well arched and definitely separated. Hind quarters.—Wide, 
very long, full, muscular and rounded externally. Tail.—Fine 
and intact; well carried and firm. Hocks.—Neatly outlined, 
lean, large, wide from front to rear, well situated and well 
directed. 

Limbs.—From knees and hocks downward vertical, short, 
wide laterally, with tendons parallel and standing well out 
from bone and distinctly defined. Pasterns.—Strong, medium 
length, not too oblique and well directed. Feet.—Medium 
size, circular in shape, sound; with horn dark, smooth, and of 
fine texture; sole moderately concave, and frog well developed, 
sound, firm, large, elastic and healthy. 

The young Artillery horse should be a stockier animal than 
the young Cavalry horse, a gelding or mare (except when in 
foal), four to five years old weighing from 1,050 to 1,150 
pounds, depending on height, which should be from 15% to 
15% hands; gentle in harness with shoulders sufficiently broad 
to support a collar and otherwise conform with the above 
specification. 

Note.—Horses to be of age stated Jan. 1 of the year pur- 
chased. 





LAUNCH OF THE MICHIGAN. 

The U.S. battleship Michigan, the most powerful ves- 
sel of her class in the U.S. Navy, was launched from the 
yards of the New York Shipbuilding Company at Cam- 
den, N.J., May 26, without the slightest hitch, and Miss 
Carol B. Newberry, daughter of Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy Newberry, smashed the bottle of champagne 
on the bow and christened the 16,000-ton fighter. 

The usual big crowd was present, and numerous river 


- eraft were on hand to add to the welcome. The new 
_ scout cruiser Chester and the dispatch boat Dolphin, each 


bedecked in bunting, were anchored not far from the 
ways, and details of marines and bluejackets from League 
Island Navy Yard were on duty at the yards. 

When the fine vessel began to move down the ways the 
Marine Band, brought from Washington, played the 
“Star Spangled Banner” and “America,” and the specta- 
tors joined in and a great wave of voices joined in the 
salutes, which assumed deafening proportions by the ad- 
ditions of blasts from whistles on passing boats and near- 
Ly plants. 

While the Michigan was towed back to the dock, the 
members of the christening party and the special guests 
were escorted by officers of the shipbuilding piant to the 
offices, where there was.a luncheon and reception. A 
diamond pendant was given Miss Newberry by DeCourcy 
May, president of the shipbuilding company. 

Among the guests were Governor Warner, of Michigan, 
and staff; General Murray, U.S.A., and Miss Sadie 
Murray, his daughter; Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
and Mrs. Newberry, Miss Newberry, Rear. Admiral 
Cowles, Rear Admirals J. E. Pillsbury, J. A. B. Smith, 
». C. Pendleton, Major Clement A. I’. Flager, U.S.A.; 


’ Capt. Adolph Marix, Capt. Samuel P. Comly, U.S.N.; 


Capt. W. G. Ross, commandant of the Revenue Cutter 
Service, and a number of Senators and Congressmen. 
The visitors from Michigan included a State Commission, 
appointed by the legislature to purchase a silver service 
and stand of colors. These will be presented to the bat- 
tleship after it has been placed in commission. 

The Michigan, which. is more than half completed, is 
of 16,000 tons displacement. She is a sister ship of the 
South Carolina, not yet launched. The general dimen- 
i Michigan are: . Length on load water bine, 
450 feet: breadth, extreme, at load water line, 80 feet 2 
inches; draught, at trial displacement, 24 feet 6 inches; 
displacement on trial, 16,000 tons; total coal bunker ca- 
pacity, 2,200 tons; trial speed at sea for four hours, 18 
1-2 knots. Her estimated horsepower is 16,500. She is 
of a type materially different from any vessel now in 


“commission in the American Navy. Each of her turrets 


will be provided with two 12-inch rifles, which will con- 
stitute her main battery., The turrets are to, be so ar- 
ranged that these guns may all be brought to bear for 
broadside action to either the port or starboard side of 


the ship, as they will be mounted on the axial line of the 
vessel, two turrets forward and two aft. In con nee 
the two funnels, which will be one hundred feet high, and 
the two military masts will be much closer together than 
in most of the other battleships of the fleet. Though the 
Michigan is of somewhat less tonnage than the Dread- 
nought, of the British navy, the peculiar emplacement of 
her tremendous main battery, together with her heavy pro- 
tective armament, is regarded by many naval critics as 
making her a most formidable antagonist for that vessel, 
or for any other now afloat. The Michigan is to have 
also a secondary battery of twenty-two 3-inch rapid-fire, 
two 3-pounder semi-automatic and minor caliber guns 
destined mainly for defense against torpedo attack. The 
arrangements for quarters on the vessel contemplate for 
fifty-one officers and 818 men. The cost of the vessel is 
$3,585,000. 

Her water line belt amidships at top will be i1 inches. 
and at bottom 9 inches. At the water line it will be 
10 1-4 inches, and in the way of the magazines from 12 
to 10 inches. The armor for the turrets will be 12 and 
10 inches, and for the barbettes 10 and 8 inches. She 
will have a protected deck of 1 1-2 inches forward and 
amidships, and of 3 inches aft. - 








MOUNTED PAY IN NAVY PAY CORPS. 


The test case of Paymr. Herbert BE. Stevens, U.S.N., 
involving the question of mounted pay to the officers of 
the Pay Corps of the Navy, was argued fully before the 
Court of Claims by Mr. George A. King on May 7, as re- 
ported in these columns. The original decision of the 
court, made two years ago, was wholly against mounted 
pay. ‘The decision just announced, May 25, on this 
motion for new trial, recedes from this position so far 
as concerns the grade of lieutenant in the Pay Corps of 
the Navy, and holds that all officers of the Pay Corps of 
that grade are entitled to mounted pay, but that those 
in the two lowest grades, lieutenant, junior grade, and 
ensign, are not. 

The reason for this seeming anomaly is found by the 
court in the fact that there is, in the Pay Department 
of the Army, an officer corresponding in rank to the 
Navy paymaster of the rank of lieutenant. The grade 
of captain is, however, the lowest in the Pay Depart- 
ment of the Army. ‘To him the lieutenant in the Navy 
corresponds. There are no first or second lieutenants in 
the Pay Department of the Army, consequently the 
eourt holds that the officers of corresponding grades in 
the Pay Corps of the Navy, lieutenant, junior grade, and 
ensign, can get no benefit of mounted pay. 

It is not believed, however, that all hope is over for 
securing the benefit of this mounted pay for officers of 
the two lowest grades of the Pay Corps of the Navy 
during the nine years that the Personnel act has_been 
in operation. It was stated by Mr. George A. King, 
in answer to an inquiry, that the contest was still to be 
continued, and that it was hoped to secure a ruling from 
the courts that all officers of the Pay Corps of the Navy 
up to lieutenant are entitled to mounted pay. The full 
text of the opinion of the court has not yet appeared so 
that it is not possible to obtain further particulars. As 
soon as the opinion is out further steps will be taken 
to make that portion of it which favors the officers ef- 
fective, and to secure relief from that part which denies 
mounted pay to the younger officers.

THE NEW FLEET COMMANDER. 


Park Benjamin, formerly of the Navy, in a letter to 
the New York Evening Post, says: 

The advent of Rear Admiral Charles 8S. Sperry to the com- 
mand of the Atlantic Fleet is a matter of much more public 
importance than appears on the surface, and may well mark 
an entirely new era in the management of that force. By 
general consent Admiral Sperry is the best naval tactician we 
have. He has filled the office of president of the War College 
with notable ability, he is a thorough student of the science 
of naval maneuverg, and a man of strong intellect, excellent 
judgment, and broad views. For these reasons he was sent as 
a delegate to the late Peace Conference at The Hague. His 
past naval record, wholly free from anything akin to the 
spectacular, has been distinctly creditable. He has under- 
taken no work which has not been done well—and quietly. 
He is a hater of display and newspaper notoriety. He is 
keen, shrewd, the possessor of a mordant wit, which some 
mistake for cynicism, and a sharp disciplinarian. He is exact- 
ly the tonic which the fleet needs after its recent debanch. 

But the task which he has undertaken is far from an easy 
one. Unfortunately, he is approaching sixty-one years of age, 
and hence has less than two years of active service before 
him. Nor is his heaJth especially robust. No one knows 
better than he the extreme importance of the practice of bat- 
tle tactics—the maneuvering of squadron against squadron— 
and how grossly it has been neglected. How he is to do any- 
thing of the kind and at the same time meet the requirements 
of a junketing expedition is a problem, for him, full of trouble, 
and one which most men, especially when forced for the first 
time at the close of a long and arduous career into a world- 
wide publicity, might well shrink from attempting. It will 
be interesting to watch him tackle it—for tackle it he certainly 
will—and there will be results just in proportion to the ex- 
tent that the Navy Department lets him alone. There is now 
in that institution no one at all competent to tell him how to 
do anything. Nor is there any public service at present which 
the Secretary of the Navy can render of more value than 
minimizing the time to be wasted by the fleet in further ‘‘en- 
tertainments,’’ preventing. possibilities of interference by the 
bureaus, and simplifying the routine relations of admiral and 
department. 

Furthermore, the part of the cruise which now begins is 
that in which the ships will meet foreign fleets, and if the 
reasons which led us to convert ministers into ambassadors 
are sound, they are equally so for the advancement of Com 
mander-in-Chief Sperry from rear to vice admiral. 

But at last—at last—we may have battle tactics, and the 
most dangerous shortcoming of the fleet corrected by a 
thoroughly competent man. It is for all of us to insist that 
he be given the best possible chance. 








VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Rear Admiral Mason made last week a thorough in- 
spection at the Bethlehem Steel Works of the new two- 
stage hoist for the turrets of the North Dakota, and 
he reported that the work was being. done in a most 
satisfactory manner. It will be several weeks before it 
is entirely finished, and then the hoist will be shipped 
to the Washington Navy Yard and completely assembled 
and tested to determine its fitness for the work to be re- 
quired of it. 

The third ‘torpedo flotilla, under command of - Lieut. 
Willis G. Mitchell, which left Charleston, 8.C., May 22, 
arrived at the navy yard, New York, May 25. Off Barne- 
gat on May 24 the gunboat Wasp, Lieut. C. M. Fahs, 
got separated in a fog and arrived at the yard several 
hours after the balance of the flotilla. The other vessels 
of the flotilla were the Porter, Lieut. Willis G. Mitchell ; 
Tingey, Lieut.. James O. Richardson; DeLong, Lieut. 
Frank H. Sadler; Thornton, Lieut. Charles A. Blakely, 
and Blakely, Lieut, Thomas L, Ozburn, ‘The flotilla, to- 
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gether with the submarines Tarantula. Cuttlefish and 
Viper, now at the navy yard, will act as escort w 
the body of George Clinton, the first governor of the 
State of New York, is taken up the Hudson to Kingston, 
May 30. After the trip of the flotilla to Kingston the 
torpedoboats will go to Norfolk, where they will go into 
dry-dock and be overhauled. 

All fast records have been broken for hourly ocean 
steaming by the Cunarder Lusitania, and her own best 
trip over the “long course” outdone by several hours, 
when, on May 22, the = uadruple turbine-driven liner 
was brought abreast of andy Hook Lightship. The 
voyage of 2,889 knots was made in four days, twenty 
hours and twenty-two minutes. The great 4 averaged 
for the entire trip from Daunt’s Rock & knots an 
hour, and on the day ending at noon on May 20 the run 
was 632 knots, the top notch in ocean records. 

Orders have been received at the Naval Training Sta- 
tion, Newport, R.I., to prepare 700 apprentices for duty 
on the vessels of the Atlantic Battleship Fleet. The 
boys will leave Newport on June 10 on the cruiser 
Prairie for Colon. They will cross the Isthmus to 
Panama and then go up the Coast on a transport. The 
Prairie is now at Newport. 

The U.S.S. Buffalo, while off the western coast of 
Santa Catalina, Cal., May 26, picked up E. E. Easton 
and wife and two small children and a negro nurse, who 
had been drifting helplessly for two days in a launch 
which had broken down. Seaman C. E. Hooline, of the 
Buffalo, was lost overboard during the rescue, which was 
made in a very heavy sea.

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THE SIXTIETH CONGRESS. 

With only one appropriation bill awaiting final con- 
ference agreement on May 28, it is more than likely that 
before this paper reaches our readers the work of the 
first session of the Sixtieth Congress will have come to 
an end. The appropriations this have reached 
highwater mark, but we are not disposed to criticize Con- 
gress on this score, for the money has been appropriated 
for more or less worthy and necessary objects, and comes 
into circulation among our own people, directly or indi- 
rectly in the payment for services or purchase of ma- 
terial. There have been some 30,000 bills introduced at 
this session, the majority of them, as usual, of a private 
nature, in the form of pensions or other relief, but even 
these a rich and generous nation can well afford, where 
the effect of such legislation does not tend to lessen the 


self-reliance and energy of the beneficiary. If Congress 
has appropriated over a billion dollars it is to be remem- 
bered to their credit that it was only by a constant effort 
on the part of the Jeaders of Congress that it was pre- 
vented from appropriating two billions. The Services 
have less oecasion than usual to complain of its want of 
liberality. The several questions bearing upon the au- 
thority of the Commander-in-Chief, notably the Browns- 
ville and the Colonel Stewart discussions, are left over 
for feture talk, if not for legislative action. 

The President on May 27 signed the Sundry Civil Bill 
(H.R. 21260) and the Fortifications Bill (H.R. 19355). 

The Post-office Appropriation Bill (H.R. 18347), which 
was passed by the Senate May 12, as given on page 
1011 of our issue of May 16, and on which a complete 
agreement in conference committee could not be reached, 
has finally been enacted by the Senate’s receding from its 
amendments relating to ship subsidies, providing for in- 
creased pay for ocean mail service and the clause provid- 
ing for ocean mail service to South America and the 
Orient, which also contained the provision that no part 
of the appropriation should be used to pay for carrying 
intoxicating liquors of any kind in the mail. The bill as 
enacted provides for “Navy mail clerks” and excludes 
from the mails all matter inciting to arson, murder or 
assassination. 

The Pension Appropriation Bill (H.R. 16268), after 
its long sojourn in conference committee, has been finally 
settled, the Senate and House having agreed to the con- 
ference report on May 23. The bill carries $162,000,000, 
of which $12,000,000 represents the recent increase 
awarded widow pensioners. The provision for payment 
of pensioners in state Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Homes was 
also adopted. The abolishment of the pension agencies 
was rejected, and an appropriation of $72,000 was made 
for agents’ salaries, at $4, each, without specifying 
their number. The provision of the Senate for furnish- 
ing franked envelopes to pensioners was adopted. 

‘The House on May 23 adopted the conference report 
on the Fortifications Bill (H.R. 19355), so that it will 
soomtas a law as published on page 1046 of our issue for 
May 23. 

The conference report on the bill (H.R. 20120) to 
authorize the construction of a railroad siding to the 
U.S. Navy Yard in Washington, D.C., has been agreed 
to. a proviso having been inserted authorizing connecting 
railroads to use the tracks. 

The Senate on May 23 amended the resolution direct- 
ing the Military Committee to visit and inspect during 
the recess of the Senate military posts, to include reser- 
vations and stations. 

The Senate on May 23 concurred in the amendments 
of the House to S.R. 23, to provide for the remission of 
a portion of the Chinese indemnity. As enacted the reso- 
jution directs a repayment to China of $10,795,286.11, 
of which sum $2,000; is to be reserved by the U.S. 
for the satisfaction of any claims that may be adjudi- 
eated against the fund by the Court of Claims, which is 
given power to pass on such unsettled claims presented 
within one year from the passage of this resolution. 

The Senate on May 23 passed S. 4062, to amend Sec- 
tion 5481, R.S., as follows: “Sec. 5481. Every officer, 
clerk, agent, or employee of the United States, and every 
person representing himself te be or assuming to act as 
such officer, clerk, agent, or employee, who, under color 
of his office, clerkship, agency, or employment, or under 
color of his pretended or assumed office, clerkship, agency, 
or employment, is guilty of extortion, and every person 
who shall attempt any act which if performed would 
make him guilty of extortion, shall be fined not more 
4 $500 or imprisoned not more than one year, or 
both.” 

The Senate on May 27 considered the Government Lia- 
bility Bill, H.R. 21844, which passed the House May 12. 
as noted on page 1042, May 23. The Senate discussed 
the constitutionality of the measure but took no action 
on the bill. The bill had been amended in Senate com- 
mittee to extend the benefits of the measure to railway 
postal clerks, employees on fortification work, construc- 
tion work in reclamation of arid lands. Also that ques- 
tions of negligence should be determined by a court of 
the U.S., and the party incapacitated for more than fif- 
teen days may file claim for compensation. 

The Vice-President on May 25 appointed Senator M. 
J. Foster, of Louisiana, a member of the Board of 
Visitors to the Military Academy in place of Senator 
McCreary, who had asked to be excused. 


The House on May 27 passed H.R. 21449, to amend 
the Philippine tariff law. The bill reduces the duty on 
silver and copper foil used in button making and in- 
creases the duty on buttons imported into the islands. 
Agricultural machinery and also all materials used in re- 
pairing vessels are placed on the free list. For all impor- 
tations into the island a consular invoice is required. 

The House on May 25 passed the bill (H.R. 19462) 
to amend Sec. 5438, Rev. Stat., relating to the sale of 
clothing by soldiers, ete. As amended Sec. 5438, R.S., 
will read: 

“Sec. 5438. Every person who makes or causes to be made, 
er presents or causes to be presented, for payment or approval, 
to or by any person or officer in the civil, military, or naval 
service of the United States, any claim upon or against the 
Government of the United States, or any department or officer 
thereof, knowing such claim to be false, fictitious, or fraudu- 
lent, or who, for the purpose ef obtaining or aiding to obtain 
the payment or approval of such claim, makes, uses, or causes 
to be made or used, any false bill, receipt, voucher, roll, ac- 
count, claim, certificate, affidavit, or deposition, knowing the 
same to contain any fraudulent or fictitious statement or entry, 
or who enters into any agreement, combination, or conspiracy 
to defraud the Government of the United States, or any depart- 
ment or officer thereof, by obtaining or aiding to obtain the 
payment or allowance of any false or fraudulent claim, or who, 
having charge, possession, custody, or control of any money or 
other public property used or to be used in the military or 
naval service, who with intent to defraud the United States or 
willfully to conceal such money or other property, delivers or 
causes to be delivered, to any person having authority to re- 
ceive the same, any amount of such money or other property 
less than that for which he received a certificate or took a re- 








ceipt, and every person authorized to make or deliver any cer- 
tifieate, voucher, receipt, or other paper certifying the receipt of 
arms, ammunition, provisions, clothing, or other property so 
used or to be used, who makes or delivers the same to any other 
person without a full knowledge of the truth of the facts stated 
therein, and with intent to defraud the United States, shall be 
imprisoned at hard labor for not more than five years, or fined 
not more than $5,000; and every person who knowingly pur- 
chases or receives in pledge for any obligation or indebtedness 
from any soldier, officer, sailor, or other person called into or 
employed in the military or naval service any arms, equipments, 
ammunition, clothes, military stores, or other public property, 
whether furnished to the soldier under a clothing allowance of 
otherwise, such soldier, sailor, officer, or other person not having 
the lawful right to pledge or sell the same, shall be punished by 
imprisonment for not more than two years and by a fine not 
exceeding $500.” 

The House on May 25 passed without amendment the 
Senate bill (6805) to encourage the development of coal 
lands in Alaska. 

The bill H.R. 21985, for a memorial to Abraham Lin- 
coln, on the Capitol grounds, in Washington, D.C., was 
favorably reported in the House on May 25. Of the 
$5,000, proposed to be appropriated, $4,000,000 is 
to pay for additional ground around the Capitol. The 
report says: “There should be a monument to Lincoln 
in its way as noble and impressive as the monument to 
Washington. They are the two great figures in Ameri- 
can history. If the memorial to Lincoln were placed in 
the part of the city where the monument to Washington 
is located it would destroy the monumental balance of 
the city. What more fitting place could there be for a 
monument to Lincoln than upon this proposed extension 
of the Capitol grounds fronting the gateway of the 
nation to its capital city?”

BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


H.R. 22069, Mr. Maynard.—To provide a uniform rate of 
salaries and wages in all United States navy yards. 

H.R. 22089, Mr. Keifer—To provide for the erection of a 
monument in the city of Washington, in recognition of the 
services of Regular and Volunteer enlisted men in all the 
wars of the United States. 

H.R. 22091, Mr. Gardner, of New Jersey.—That from and 
after the passage of this act any officer or enlisted man of the 
Army or Navy in the Service of the U.S. who served in any 
Indian war, or the war with Mexico, or the Civil War, who 
is not now receiving a pension, and was given an honorable 
discharge from any military or naval service for the full term 
of his enlistment, or because of wound or injury incurred or 
disease contracted in the line of duty, and who has reached 
the age of 65 years or over, shall, upon making proof of such 
facts, according to such rules and regulations as the Secretary 
of the Interior may provide, be placed upon the pension roll 
and be entitled to receive a pension as follows: In case such 
person has reached the age of 65 years $10 per month; 70 
years, $14 per month; 75 years or over, $18 per month; and 
such pension shall from the date of the filing of 
the application in the Bureau of Pensions after the passage 
and approval of this act, notwithstanding the soldier may not 
have served faithfully during the term of any other enlistment 
in any of these wars. Sec. 2. That from and after the pas- 
sage of this act, the widow of any officer or enlisted man of the 
Army or Navy in the Service of the U.S., who served in any 
Indian war, or the war with Mexico, or the Civil War, as 
stated in Sec. 1, and who was married to her soldier or sailor 
husband on or before July 4, 1876, shall, upon due proof of 
her husband’s death, be placed on the pension roll from the 
date of the filing of her application therefor under this act 
at the rate of $10 per month during her widowhood. Sec. 3. 
That rank in the service shall not be considered in applica- 
tions hereunder. Sec. 4 limits attorney’s fee, etc. 


H.R. 22133, Mr. Foster, of Illinois—Authorizing the Presi- 
dent of the U.S. to confer upon Major Joseph W. Wham, 
U.S. Army, retired, the rank of lieutenant colonel and colonel 
together with pay and allowances, of which he has been de- 
prived by operation of G.O. No. 20, H.Q.A., A.G.O., April 8, 
1895; to confer upon Major Wham the additional grade now 
granted for Civil War services; authorizing the Secretary of the 
Treasury to return to Major Wham the pay and allowances 
which have been withheld by operation of the aforesaid order; 
and directing that Major Wham shall be granted medals of 
honor recommended by his corp and division commanders for 
repeated acts of gallantry in battle. 


H.R. 22154, Mr. Langley.—To enable the surviving officers 
and enlisted men who served during the war of the Rebellion in 
the military or naval forces of the United States, and certain 
officers and enlisted men of State militia organizations to 
obtain, free of cost, 160 acres of public land. 

H.R. 22156, Mr. Langley.—That each and every soldier 
who enlisted in the Volunteer Army of the U.S. for service 
in the war with Spain after April 20, 1898, and who served 
for a period of not less than ninety days and was honorably 
discharged, or who was honorably discharged before serving 
ninety days on account of disability incurred in the service 
and line of duty, shall be paid a bounty of one hundred and 
fifty dollars; and the widow, minor children, or parents, in 
the order named, of any such soldier who died of disability 
contracted while in such service and in line of duty shall be 
paid the said bounty of one hundred and fifty dollars hereby 
authorized. 

H.R. 22158, Mr. Foster, of Vermont.—To prohibit importa- 
tion of opium into Hawaii except by the Government for 
medicinal uses only. 

H.R. 22181, Mr. Wiley.—That Lieut. Comdr. Henry A. 
Wiley, U.S. Navy, be given rank as of graduation at the foot 
of the class which graduated from the U.S. Naval Academy 
on June 30, 1889, with which class he would have graduated 
but for illegal exclusion from the U.S. Naval Academy for a 
period of six months, more or less. 

H.R. 22185, Mr. Howard.—To erect a monument commem- 
orating the battle of Kettle Creek, during the Revolutionary 
War. 

H.R. 22187, Mr. Langley.—To increase the pensions of 
widows of soldiers and sailors of the war with Mexico and 
of the late Civil War and the various Indian wars. 

H.R. 22191, Mr. Weeks.—Granting thirty working days’ 
leave of absence in each year, without forfeiture of pay dur- 
ing such leave, to certain employees at United States Ar- 
senals, proving grounds and supply stations.

The bachelor officers at the Naval Academy were ny 4 de- 
feated on Saturday afternoon by the baseball team of the Balti- 
more Club of Baltimore by an overwhelming score of 20 to 0.

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


The G.C.M. for the trial of 1st Sergt. Andrew E. Corbett, 
of Co. E, 71st N.Y., and of which Lieut. Col. T. W. Huston, 
of the 12th Regt., is president, and Major W. I. Washburn, 
1st Brigade staff, is judge advocate, held its second session 
on the night of May 25. The accused, who is charged with 
using profane language to a superior, was represented by 
Lieut. J. A. O’Leary, 69th Regt., as counsel. Two witnesses 
for the prosecution testified that they were present when 
Corbett used some profane language to Capt. E. K. Henn, 
and they also declared that the latter had not used any pro- 
fane language to Corbett on the night in question. Corbett 
declared he had not used any profane language to the Captain 
at any time, but when questioned by Major Washburn, he 
stated that he had used the word ‘‘damn,’’ which he said 
he did not consider profane. He also declared that Captain 
Huen had used very profane language to him on various 
occasions. Witnesses for the defense stated that they had 
not heard Corbett say anything worse than ‘‘damn,’’ but 


that they had heard Captain Henn take the name of the 
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Lord in vain. The defense also sought to show that the 
Captain and Sergeant had been on terms of familiarity. A 
third session of the court will be held on the night of June 1. 
It will prove quite a costly trial to the state for so small a 
case, as the pay of the court and the stenographer and clerk 
will average about $75 each sitting. 

Camps of instruction for the Indiana National Guard will 
be held for rifle practice by battalions at the most convenient 
range not later than June 15, and by regiments not later than 
July 5th, to be succeeded by the state rifle competition at a 
date selected by the major general commanding in later orders. 

During the two weeks of camp at Peekskill, N.Y., which 
begins the latter part of June, Major General Roe will, in 
pursuance of orders from the A.G.O., be in command of the 
camp. No provision is made this year for the presence of a 
brigade commander. 

The Oregon National Guard, with the exception of Battery 
A, Field Art., will encamp at American Lake, W: from 
Aug. 3 to Aug. 12, 1908. Battery A, Field Art., will be as- 
sembled in a camp for target practice near Seaside, Ore., 
July 13 to July 22, 1908. 

Adjutant Gen. Nelson H. Henry, of New York, has an- 
nounced that Governor Hughes has designated the 1st and 2d 
Battalions, naval militia, of New York city and Brooklyn, 
respectively, and the 3d Separate Naval Division, of Buffalo, 
to perform a tour of duty with vessels of the United States 
Navy assigned for the purpose of summer maneuvers in 
Gardiners Bay, from Aug. 8 to 17. The militiamen have now 
the use of the U.S8.S. Aileen and U.S.S. Wasp, and those who 
cannot be accommodated on these vessels will be taken 
aboard the U.S.8. Prairie. It is expected that the maneuvers 
will be participated in also by the Yankee and the torpedo- 
boat flotilla. Comdr. Charles ©. Marsh, U.S.N., will com- 
mand the squadron. 


Col. John Caswell, acting chief of ordnance, will select teams 
from the Massachusetts Volunteer Militia to represent the 
commonwealth in the annual competition of the New England 
Military Association for 1908, and in the competitions for 
national and other trophies, to be held at Camp Perry, near 
Port Clinton, O., August, 1908. He will act as team captain 
and make the necessary arrangements for transportation and 
subsistence. 

The following are announced as the figures of merit of each 
organization of the Connecticut National Guard for the month 
of April, 1908, based on drill reports of the month: Hospital

2D N.Y.—COL. J. W. LESTER. 

Co. F, 2d Regiment, N.Y. (37th Sep. Co.), of Schenectady, 
is justly proud of its rifle shooting record at the Rensselaer- 
wyck range in qualifying on May 9 fifty-two out of eighty- 
seven marksmen in fifteen shots each, thereby securing a 


figure of merit of 75.89 per cent., and also in qualifying 
fifty-five men as sharpshooters. The highest figure of merit 
ever attained heretofore, it is claimed, by any of the 188 or- 
ganizations of the state is 75 per cent. by Co. K, of the 2d 
Regiment last season. The record for the greatest number 
of sharpshooters in any one company of the 2d Regiment was 
held by Co. F, with thirty-eight, qualified during the five 
months ending last October, and the qualification of fifty- 
five on May 9 was little less than phenomenal. Pvt. George 
K. Butler won the company championship marksman medal 
with a first string of 65. Other notable scores were Captain 
Wells’s score of 65 with a revolver, and Sergeant Underhill’s 
and Private Mayhew’s scores of 25 on the 500-yard range. 

The regimental trophy, awarded on the basis of the per- 
centage of ‘‘first string’’ qualifications during January, 
February and March, was won by a record of 65, 77 and 84 
per cent., respectively, for these months, averaging 75 1-3 
per cent. for the season. 

Co. K, of Glens Falls, finished in second place, 7 1-3 per 
cent. behind Co. F, with an average of 68 per cent. 

The championship trophy is now in the parlors of Co. F, 
at the armory, and will soon be placed on exhibition in some 
State street show window. 

During the entire winter season every member of the com- 
pany qualified as a marksman each of the five months, and all 
but two members qualified on first strings during the past 
three months. 3 ‘ 

The Co. F team defeated Co. G, of Gloversville, in the de- 
ciding match of their series, on the Amsterdam armory range 
by a score of 748 to 740. This match was for teams of six 
men, at 200 and 300 yards, two strings of shots per man. 
Co. F was victorious over Cos. A and ©, of Troy, in a five- 
man match, one string of shots per man, with a score of 336 
against Co. A’s score of 312, and Co. O’s of 279. The team 
also ‘‘broke even’’ with the Corlear Rifle Club in a six-man 
match, winning on the local armory range by 371 to 368. 

Co. F also succeeded in landing four men of the twelve 
on the regimental team that won the 3d Brigade match. 

In the individual championship Captain Wells, of Oo. F, 
tied for first place with Captain Hicks, of the medical depart~ 
ment, with a score cf 67 in the revolver match. Co. F is 
under command of Capt. A. Wells, assisted by Ist Lieut. 
Jesse S. Button.

” rd paraded twelve commands of twenty-four files, and only 
in one or two companies were there any blanks in the rear 
rank. Although there have been many changes among the 
officers, it was noticed that each company was enabled to 
parade at least two commissioned officers. The great improve- 
ment in the regiment was very marked. z 

General Roc, who was accompanied by his. staff, expressed 
himself as very much pleased at the showing made. The 
enlisted personnel of late enlisting in the regiment have been 
from a very desirable class of young men, and under the able 
administration of Colonel Foote the 14th is practically a new 
regiment. i , 

When the old Civil War veterans marched into the drill 
hall with the tattered battle flags, they received a great ova- 
tion, and after the regiment saluted the old war colors, the 
veterans took special seats and watched with interest the 
exhihition of the new regiment. The regimental parade was 
taken by Lieutenant Colonel Garcia, and after the parade a 
number of long service and 100 per cent. medals were pre- 
sented. Colonel Foote has performed 100 per cent. of duty 
for thirteen years, Major F. W. Stevenson for sixteen, Lieut. 
Colonel Garcia for fifteen, and Capt. T. Donovan for 
twelve. A number of others were also presented with medals 
for. five or more years’ duty. There was dancing, and Gen- 
eral Roe and. staff and special guests were entertained by 
Colonel Foote and officers, 
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TO ESTABLISH A NAVAL MILITIA. 


The text of the bill H.R. 22013, to establish a Naval 
Militia, ete., introduced in the House on May 19 and 
favorably reported by the Naval Committee on May 20, 
is given below. It is an omnibus bill carrying the various 
bills referred to the Naval Committee and by them unani- 
mously recommended for passage. The first six sec- 
tions (originally H.R. 7620) define the relations to 
exist between the General Government and a Naval 
Militia, and place the Naval Militia on the same footing 
as regards the Navy that the National Guard has to the 
Army. 

Section 7 (originally S. 5473) mitigates the loss of 
rights ef citizenship imposed upon naval deserters in 
time of peace, 

Sections 8 to 15 (originally H.R. 20248) provide for 
the compensation and retirement of civilian professors 
at the Naval Academy, granting commissions to five 
professors, in order that they may be given the benefit 
vf retirement, as is provided at the Military Academy. 

Section 16 (originally H.R. 15463) changes the title 
of warrant machinists, and makes provision for these 
warrant officers whereby they rank with but after ensign 
in the Navy, as is now the case under existing law for 
boatswains, gunners, carpenters, and sailmakers, and 
other warrant officers, 

Section 17 (originally H.R. 16620) provides for the 
establishment of a dental corps in the U.S. Navy. 

Section 18 (originally H.R. 12604) provides for the 
temporary warranting and for the retirement of pay 
clerks in the Navy, thereby putting them on the same 
footing with other warrant officers of corresponding 
length of service. 

Sections 19 and 20 (originally H.R. 4521) provide for 
the reorganization and enlistment of the members of the 
Naval Academy band, placing that band and the mem- 
bers thereof on the same footing as the band at the Mili- 
tary Academy. 

Sections 21 to 24 (originally H.R. 305) provide for the 
reorganization of the Hospital Corps of the Navy, and for 
the more efficient care of the sick. The text follows: 

To Establish a Naval Militia. 

H.R. 22013, Mr. Foss.—That of the organized militia as 
set forth in the act to promote the efficiency of the militia, 
and for other purposes, approved Jan. 21, 1903, such part of 
at as each state may elect shall constitute a naval 

tia. 

Sec. 2. That all sections of the said act which define 
the relations between the organized militia and the United 
States Government shall be applicable to the naval militia 
as part of the organized militia of the several states, terri- 
tories, and the District of Columbia, and the duties therein 
named for the Secretary of War shall, so far as the naval 
militia is concerned, devolve upon the Secretary of the Navy. 

Sec. 3. That the Secretary of the Navy be, and he is 
hereby, authorized and empowered, upon the request of the 
Governor of any state or territory, or of the Commissioners 
of the District of Columbia, having an organized naval militia, 
to appoint an officer or officers to inspect, instruct, examine, 
and train such naval militia at such times and places as may 
be appointed by any of said Governors or Oommissioners, 
and also for the purpose of formulating standard regulations 
for the organization, discipline, training, armament, and equip- 
ment of said naval militia, and for the professional exami- 
nation of the officers, petty officers, and men composing the 
same, with a view to producing uniformity among the naval 
militia of the various states and assimilating them to the 
standard of the U.S. Navy. 

Sec. 4. That the naval militia, when called into the actual 

“service of the U.S., shall be governed by the same rules and 
articles as the Regular Navy. 

Sec. 5. That such appropriations as may from time to 
time be made by the Congress for the benefit of the naval 
militia of the several states, territories, and the District of 
Columbia shall be distributed between them according to 
equitable proportions to be determined by the Secretary of 
the Navy and applied to the uses and necessities of each 
organization: Provided, That no part of the money appro- 
priated from time to time to carry out the provisions of the 
Act approved Jan. 21, 1903, shall be allotted to that part of 
the organized militia of any state that is now or may hereafter 
be designated as naval militia. 

Sec. 6. That all laws and sections of laws conflicting with 
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

Desertion from the Navy. 


Sec. 7. That every person who hereafter deserts the mili- | 


tary or naval service of the U.S., or who, being duly en- 
rolled, departs thé jurisdiction of the district in which he is 
enrolled, or goes beyond the limits of the U.S., with intent to 
avoid any draft into the military or naval service, lawfully 
ordered, shall be liable to all the penalties and forfeitures of 
Section 1996, U.S. Rev. Stat.: Provided, That the provisions 
of this section and Section 1996 shall not apply to any person 
deserting the military or naval service of the U.S. in time of 
peace: And provided further, That the loss of rights of citizen- 
ship imposed by law upon deserters from the naval service 
may be mitigated or remitted by the Secretary of the Navy 
where the offense was committed in time of peace and where 
the exercise of such clemency will not be prejudicial to the 
public interests. 


Professors and Instructors—Naval Academy. 


Sec. 8. That civilian professors at the Naval Academy 
shall receive annually during the first five years of service 
$2,200, during the second five years of service $2,500, during 
the third five years of service $2,800, and after 15 years’ serv- 
ice $3,000 annually. 

Sec. 9. That civilian professors not occupying public quar- 
ters shall be entitled to commutation for three rooms, with 
heat and light allowances as provided for the Navy, with the 
additional allowance of one room, heated and lighted, after 
ten years’ service. 

Sec. 10. That civilian instructors and the assistant librarian 
at the Naval Academy shall receive annually during the first 
three years of service $1,500, a the second three years 
of service $1,750, and thereafter during their employment 

2,000. 

" Sec. 11. That civilian instructors and the assistant li- 
brarian, when not occupying public quarters, shall receive 
commutation for two rooms, with heat and light allowances as 
provided for the Navy. 

Sec. 12. That as vacancies occur civilian professors for 
service at the Naval Academy may be appointed by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. Civilian instructors shall be appointed 
annually by the Secretary of the Navy. 

Sec. 13. That the civilian professors and instructors now 
at the Naval Academy shall receive, according to length of 
service, the rates of pay and allowances herein provided in 
the same manner as they would had their original appoint- 
ments been made under the provisions of this act, but noth- 
ing in this act shall be so construed as to reduce the pay 
now received by any professor or instructor or to give any 
claim for back pay. 

Sec. 14. That Section 1528 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby repealed, and that a corps of professors in the U.S. 
Navy is hereby established, for duty at the Naval Academy 
only. Professors in the Navy shall be appointed and commis-

Title of Warrant Machinist. 


Sec. 16. That the title warrant machinist is hereby changed 
to machinist; and machinists shall, after six years from 
date of warrant, be commissioned chief machinists, to rank 
with, but after, ensign, and shall, on promotion, have the 
same pay and allowances as are now or may hereafter be 
allowed chief boatswains, chief gunners, chief carpenters, and 
chief sailmakers: Provided, That no machinist shall be pro- 
moted until he shall have passed such examination before a 
board of officers as the Secretary of the Navy may prescribe, 
and that no warrant officer heretofore or hereafter promoted 
six years from date of warrant shall suffer a reduction in pay 
which, but for such promotion, would be received by such 
officer. ‘ 
Dental Surgeons in the Navy. 


Sec. 17. That the President be, and he is hereby, authorized 
to appoint dental surgeons to serve the officers and enlisted 
men of the Navy and Marine Corps, not to exceed 30 in all. 
Said dental surgeons shall be attached to the Medical Depart- 
ment of the Navy; shall have the rank and compensation of 
acting assistant surgeons in the Navy; shall be graduates of 
standard dental colleges, trained in the several branches of 
dentistry; within the age limits of 24 and 35 years; of good 
moral character and professional standing, and shall pass & 
physical and professional examination; and their appointment 
shall be for a term of years and revocable at the pleasure of 
the President: Provided, That the dentist now employed at 
the Naval Academy shall not be displaced by the operation of 
this act. 

Naval Pay Clerks. 


Sec. 18. That clerks to pay officers of the Navy, appointed 
under existing law, shall be temporarily warranted from time 
to time by the Secretary of the Navy, upon nomination by 
officers of the Pay Corps of the Navy; and during the period 
of their service shall have the same pay and allowances as 
other warrant officers of corresponding length of service; and 
that they may be retired, at the discretion of the Secretary of 
the Navy, under the provisions of this act, after 30 years 
accumulated service, 12 years of which shall be sea service, 
with three-quarters of the full pay of such warrant officers: 
Provided, That the provision herein contained as to sea service 
shall apply only to pay clerks who may be hereafter appointed, 
who have not heretofore served as such, and to pay clerks 
who have not an accumulated service of 8 years prior to the 
passage of this ect: Provided further, That no person shall be 
retired under the provisions of this act until he shall have at- 
tained the age of 62 years; and the period or periods during 
which he may be, or has been, awaiting assignment or ap- 
pointment shall not be construed to count as service} that 
npon completion of the duty of a pay officer entitled to the 
services cf a clerk the warrant of said clerk shall be void 
until he shall again be nominated by an officer of the Pay 
Corps for temporary warrant; that for the purposes of fixing 
rates-of pay and computing length of service for retirement 
all pav clerks shall be credited with previous service in the 
Navy or in the Army or Marine Corps; that upon the passage 
of this act clerks tu pay officers who have 30 years’ accnmu- 
lated creditable service and who have reached the age of 
62 years nay, upon their own application, be retired trom 
active service, as hereinbefore provided; that pay clerks 
serving under temporary warrants may be retired from active 
service for disabilities incurred in the line of duty, as now 
provided by law for other officers: And provided further, That 
the temporary warrants herein authorized may be revoked at 
any time, in the discretion of the Secretary of the Nayy. 

Naval Academy Band. 


Sec. 19. That the Naval Academy band shall consist of one 
leader, who shall have the pay and allowance of a second 
lieutenant in the Marine Corps; one second leader, with pay 
at the rate of $50 per month; twenty-nine musicians, first 
elass, and eleven musicians, second class; and shall be paid 
from pay of the Navy. 

Sec. 20. That the members of the Naval Academy band as 
now organized shall be enlisted in the Navy and credited with 
all prior service of whatever nature as members of said band, 
as shown by the records of the Naval Academy and the pay 
rolls of the ships and Academy; and the said leader and the 
enlisted musicians of the band shall be entitled to the same 
benefits in respect to pay, emoluments, and retirement arising 
from longevity, re-enlistment, and length of service as are, 
or may hereafter become, applicable to other enlisted men of 
the Navy. 

Hospital Corps of the Navy. 

Sec. 21. That the Hospital Corps of the United States Navy 
shall consist of chief pharmacists, pharmacists, and such 
ratings in the enlisted branch as may be designated according 
to law governing other enlisted men. 

Sec. 22. That pharmacists shall, in like manner as other 
warrant officers are commissioned, commissioned chief 
pharmacists, and shall, on promotion, have the rank, pay and 


allowances of chief boatswains; that pharmacists be appointed 
by the President; and that vacancies in the grade of pharma- 
cist shall be filled, by selection, from the enlisted force of the 
Hospital Corps of the U.S. Navy, subject to such examination 
as the Secretary of the Navy shall prescribe. 

Sec. 23. That the pay of the enlisted men of the Hospital 
Corps of the U.S. Navy shall be fixed in accordance with the 
provisions of Sec. 1569 of the Rev. Stat. of the U.S. of 
America. 

Sec. 24, That all acts or parts of acts, so far as they con- 
flict with the provisions of this act, are hereby repealed.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


Questions are answered as soon as possible, but no par- 
ticular time can be given for replies. We do not answer ques- 
tions by mail. 

J. 8. C. writes: (1) Under the new pay bill it is noted that 
after an enlisted man has served one enlistment, if he stays 
out over the limit, i.e., ninety days, he will draw $18 per 
month. (2) I understand this to affect men who re-enlist after 
May 11, 1908, only. (3) If this be the case then, men who 
are now drawing re-enlisted pay will receive only $15 per 
month, a recruit’s pay, but taking into consideration the 
clause in the bill stating that no man’s pay will be reduced 
by this act, this would still leave him drawing $16 per month. 
If, however, the old law is still in effect, and he still draws 
$3 per month thereunder, his pay will be $18 per month, or 
if the new law is so construed as to consider him as serving 
in his second enlistment, he will draw $18 per month. If 
these men are to be reduced in pay it seems to me to be a 
great injustice. Answer: (1) and (2) Yes. (3) No, because 
previous service which entitles a man to re-enlisted pay ($16 
per month) counts as one enlistment, and every man having 
such service is counted in his second enlistment, at least. 


E. N. asks: I completed my first enlistment Jan. 26, 1905; 
re-enlisted June 15, 1905 (out over three months); will be 
discharged again on June 14, 1908 (second enlistment). If 
I re-enlist before the expiration of three months what will my 
pay be as a private under the new pay bill, and if I stay out 
over three months what would my pay be? Answer: Your 
pay in either case will be $18 per month, but if you re-en- 
list within three months you will get a cash bounty of $54.00. 

A MEMBER writes: I enlisted Feb. 17, 1901, for the 24th 
Infantry; served one year, nine months and ten days; dis- 
charged on G.O. 108; enlisted again Aug. 12, 1905, and will 
be discharged Aug. 11 this year. Should I re-enlist as soon 
as discharged will I get the bounty? Answer: Yes, because 
you are now in your first enlistment period, the previous ser- 
vice not counting. 

J. K.—For information regarding gunners’ examination, 
write, through the channel, to the Adjutant General of the 
Army, Washington, D.C. 

R. E. C. asks: When the China relief campaign bedges will 
be ready for issue. Answer: It is hoped to have them ready 
within the next two months? 

SUBSCRIBER writes: As retired first sergeant, my check 
is now $38.25. How much will I get if there is an increase 
for the retired entisted men, and if there is, when or what 
date will it go into effect? Answer: We cannot answer your 
question without knowing what your service was; you may 
have been sergeant first class in Hospital Oorps or Signal 
Corps, to retire with three-fourths of $51 per month. The 
new pay went into effect May 11. You will get the increase 
for just two-thirds of this month. 


F. S. M.—As we have stated in previous issues, the new 
Army pay went into effect on the date of the signing of the 
Army Appropriation Act, May 11. Similarly, the new Navy 
pay on May 14, on which date the President signed the bill 
appropriating for the Navy, as noted on page 1008, May 16. 

W. S. writes: I have fourteen years, six months and two 
days. I lost continuous service in 1904; enlisted again Nov. 
15, 1904; discharged Nov. 16, 1905, to go to the Philippine 
Islands. This was for the good of the Service, and I am om 
my fourth year of continuous service, entitled to re-enlisted 
pay, $16 per month. According to the new pay bill what wilr 
my pay be for one month? Answer: Being in your fourth 
year of continuous service you are in your second enlistment. 
Your previous service entitling you to re-enlisted pay counts. 
as one more enlistment, so that you are now entitled to the. 
pay of third enlistment, which is $21 for a private, 


L. T. F. asks: The headquarters address of the Veteran 
Association of Department of South and South Atlantic Block-- 
ade Squadron, state of New York.

J. C. S. writes: I enlisted Dec. 26, 1903, served 19 months 
5 days and was discharged for convenience of the government; 
re-enlisted next day and on May 11, 1908, had 4 years 
4 months 16 days’ continuous service. I will be discharged 
July 31, 1908. If I re-enlist the next day on what enlistment 
will I be serving according to the new pay bill, and what will 
be my rate of pay? Answer: Third enlistment; pay $27 a 
month. 

ANXIOUS asks: What is holding up the promotions of 
second lieutenants of Cavalry, commencing with Lieut. R. W. 
Lesher, 3d Cav.? Answer: This block is removed; names to 
Senate this week, including Pope. 

E. S. 8S. asks: Am I entitled to the three months’ bonus 
as recently passed by Congress? I enlisted at Fort Monroe, 
Va., May 20, 1905; was discharged for the convenience of 





the government Aug. 28, 1907, to go to the school here for 
electrician sergeants. I would have been discharged yester- 
day had I not re-enlisted, and as three years constitutes an 
enlistment, I started upon my second enlistment this morn- 
ing. I am a private and a first class gunner, and have 
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never been a non-commissioned officer. Answer: Your ser- 
vice would place you in your first enlistment as to pay, and 
you will be entitled to the bonus if you re-enlist at the end 
of your present enlistment period. 

D. K. writes: I was discharged April 3, 1875, and re-en- 
listed June 16, 1875, consequently lost my continuous ser- 
vice pay by fourteen days. How about having it counted 
continuous service now, the new law allowing three months 
instead of two to stay out? At the present rating I have 
only twenty years’ continuous service. Answer: Your pay 
would be three-fourths of $69 a month. You would be in 
your seventh enlistment. 

W. J. P—E. W. McCaskey is captain, 21st Inf.; Peter 
Murray, captain, Infantry, detailed Q.M.D. Your service in 
2ist Inf., Aug. 1, 1896, to July 31, 1899, Cuba and P.L, 
also in 30th Inf., May 3, 1901, to Nov. 13, 1902, in P.I., will 
probably not entitle you to a service medal, unless you were 
in the Service Jan. 11, 1905.

THE FISKE SIGHTING MACHINE. 


On Oct. 23, 1906, Capt. B. A. Fiske, U.S.N., received 
a patent for a sighting machine, which may be made of 
great value to the Service, and is interesting as embody- 
ing an original conception, instead of being a mere 1m- 
provement over some previous invention. 

Its intention is to enable a gunpointer to practice at 
sighting and firing just as he would actually sight and 
fire a gun at a distant target while on board a rolling 
ship. Instead of the distant target, the gunpointer sees 
a “target picture,” so drawn to scale that it Jooks like a 
ship distant, say 6,000 yards. This picture is made to rise 
and fall in the field of view of a telescope sight, so that 
the “target picture” looks to the gunpointer just as a dis- 
tant ship would look, if his own ship were rolling. The 
telescope sight through which the gunpointer looks is 
focused on the target picture, and moves with the gun. 
Therefore, if the gunpointer watches the target picture, 
and manipulates the elevating mechanism of the gun, he 
can keep the cross-hairs chasing the ship on the target 
picture. In other words, he can practice at sighting in 
a seaway. 

Further than this, he can practice at firing, and can 
ascertain the accuracy with which he fires, by pressing 
his firing button and marking the target picture at the 
place at which his sight is directed. In a certain sense, 
he can practice firing more accurately than at target prac- 
tice, because the mark he makes on the target picture in- 
dicates correctly where he was sighting when he pressed 
his firing button; whereas at target practice he may be 
given an incorrect sight bar range. Any desired amount 
of delayed action can be secured by well-known means. 

The apparatus is intended to be installed in the sight- 
ing hood of a turret, or on a broadside gun in such a 
way that the gunpointer may practice under cover, re- 
gardless of wind or weather. In a crude form, it was in- 
stalled in a turret of the Massachusetts in 1903.

The accompanying illustration is a copy of the Patent 
Office drawings, and shows the fundamental features of 
the invention ; a represents the telescope fitted with cross 
hairs, pivoted at a’, and given motion from the gun in 
the usual way by means of the levers, b, b’, and b*. The 
target picture is a card represented by the line, c, and 
held in a frame, ec’. This frame is made to rise and fall 
by any appropriate means; in the diagram this means is 
the cam, g, which is turned in the manner shown, by a 
small electric motor, h. If desired, of course, any of the 
numerous “mechanical equivalents” of the cam and the 
electric motor may be used. Also, cams of different 
standard shapes may be employed, and different rollings 
simulated. 

To mark the picture at the point aimed at, the dia- 
gram shows the needle point, e, which is operated by the 
electro magnet, f, when the gunpointer makes contact by 
pressing the trigger of the firing pistol, k. Preferably 
the contact made should be of the kind which lets go au- 
tomatically as soon as it is made. 

In the diagram, the gunpointer is represented as work- 
ing the elevating gear by means of the lever, i. 

Fig. 2 shows the target picture as it appears to the 
gunpointer. 

By using an electro motor that can be made to go at 
different but constant speeds, and by using cams of differ- 
ent standard shapes, or other equivalent means, sighting 
practice can be reduced to a definite standard; so that 
the marks made on the target pictures will enable a gun- 
pointer and his divisional officer to ascertain not only 
what his faults as a gunpointer are, but also whether he 


is improving. Furthermore, the cards of two different 
gunpointers will furnish an accurate index of their rela- 
tive skill in pointing, because the conditions are identical 
with both. 

The fundamental character of the invention may be 
recognized from the wording of the fifth claim granted 
by the Patent Office, which reads: 

“IT claim * * * 5. The combination with a gun, of a 
sighting tube arranged to be moved in the movement of 
the gun, a continuously-moving target mounted directly 
opposite the front end of the sighting-tube, a supporting- 
arm moving with the gun, a marking device for said tar- 
get carried by said arm, an electro-magnet for operat- 
ing said marking device to mark said target at the point 
aimed at by the sighting-tube, a circuit for said magnet, 
and means for controlling said circuit.”

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


A Paris report states that the submarine Sirene was 
on May 11 steaming off Cherbourg when the commander 
ordered a plunge at full speed. The forward water ballast 
compartment had alone been filled, and the result was 
that the vessel stuck head first in the mud, eighty feet 
below the surface.’ he quartermaster managed to 
operate the valve, which caused the water ballast com- 
partment at the other end to fill, and thereby brought 
the submarine to a level position. when, fortunately, the 
vessel was able to rise to the surface. 

Reinforced concrete barges and pontoons of consider- 
able size have been in use for some time in Italy, and 
have proved so satisfactory, says the London Engineer, 
that the Italian government has contracted for several 
large harges for use in harbor work. In 1905 the Italian 
*Navy Department built the Liguria, a reinforced concrete 
barge of 150 tons burden, fifty-seven feet long, and of 
eighteen feet beam. The Liguria was so successful that 
the Government built another 100-ton barge, on the model 
of which four others are now under contract. In sev- 
eral places, notably across the river Po, near Pavia, 
pontoons of reinforced concrete are used to carry small 
or light bridges. 

The naval correspondent of the London Globe takes 
occasion, in the discussion of England’s recent series of 
naval disasters, to raise the question as to whether the 
eyesight of the naval officers was as good as the respon- 
sible nature of their duties demands, and he urges that 
the officcr on the bridge should be subject to the same 
rigid test demanded of the coxswain. 

“The National Association for the Employment of

“Training Men, Ousting Maid,” “New Uses for Soldiers 
and Sailors,” “Solving the Domestic Servant Trouble,” 
“Ex-Soldiers as Domestics—Better Than Maids,” ete. 

The Uinited Service Gazette. rejoicing over the speed 
attainments of the new British battleship Indomitable, 
which was twenty-eight knots per hour on the measured 
mile and twenty-six and one-fourth knots during con- 
tinuens steaming, says: “This is a full two knots better 
sea-specd than any of our earlier. armored cruisers have 
yet attained. For an admiral to possess a powerfully- 
armed cruiser squadron of this description, which can 
either scout or lie in the line and fight, is for him to hold 
a great advantage over an enemy not so well furnished. 
Being all-big-gun ships, with superior speed to any bat- 
tleship or cruiser afloat, will allow the Invincibles, under 
ordinary circumstances, to either accept or reject battle ; 
and if they accept it to fight at their own range, as they 
could not be out-classed either in‘gun-power or swiftness 
in changing positions to get the sun behind the sights of 
their guns, which in these days is considered the ‘weather 
gauge.’” 

Continuing the discussion of night practice and neces- 
sary attendant risks the United Service Gazette quotes 
a return for 1807, which shows that, apart from the 
risks of war, there were twenty-seven ships lost, in ad- 
dition to the minor misadventures that befell the fleet 
in that year. These ships carried crews totalling 3,939 
officers and men, of which 2,080 lost their lives—that is 
to say, a percentage of fifty-two. The vessels lost were 
of all classes, from line-of-battle ships to the small sloops 
and cutters used for scouting and conveying intelligence. 
Against this may be taken the official list of casualties 
for the year 1905, the last, as yet, presented to Parlia- 
ment. Highty-eight vessels met with mishaps, three 
were sunk, two of them being merchant vessels, and an 
old hulk was burnt. The total strength of officers and 
men in the ships and vessels that suffered was 22,597, 
and the number of deaths was fifty-two; or something 
like one-fifth per cent. 

Mr. Haldane’s recent statement of the large number 
of officers needed for the British army is now said to 
have applied to the needs upon mobilization. The actual 
facts as far as the regular army is concerned are given 
as these: There are six vacancies in the Household Cav- 
alry and eighteen in the Cavalry of the Line, while there 
are twenty-three supernumeraries in the Royal Artillery, 
and the Royal Engineers have twelve vacancies, which 
will be filled by the batch of cadets from the Royal Mili- 
tary Academy in July. As to the Infantry, there are 
tifteeu vacancies in the Foot Guards and seventy-two in 
the Line, but Mr. Haldane says sixty are due from the 
Militia for first appointments, and vacancies will be 
required in August for twenty University candidates and 
160 Sandhurst candidates. The Army Service Corps 
requires seventeen officers, but eleven are expected to re- 
turn from the seconded list during the year. The situa- 
tion in regard to the establishment of officers has been 
profoundly affected by the reduction of the forces, and 
Mr. Haldane now says that practically there are no va- 
cancies. 

There has recently been published in Germany a new 
Kavallerie-Pionniervorschrift, which bears the date of 
Oct. 24 last, and takes the place of the instructions 
which were issued in April, 1893. The new regulations 
give general indications of the duties of cavalry in 
practical work in the field, operations of destruction, 
crossing rivers, and works to be constructed. In addition 
to the engineer officer, detached each year as instructor 
to every cavalry regiment, there will in future be as his 
assistants a non-commissioned officer and two soldiers. 
The new regulations deal with the duties of cavalry in 
the destruction of railways which may be required by 
strategical considerations. Particular attention is paid 
to the means of crossing rivers, the cavalry having now 
been provided in many regiments with steel boats. Cav- 
alry are to be trained in the handling and management 
of boats, and horses are to be exercised in swimming. 
It is pointed out that the twelve boats of a cavalry 
division will convey at one passage 120 dismounted men 
or nineteen horsemen with equipments, and that six float-

ing bridges, each of two boats, will transport at once 
180 men, or twenty-four horses, or six guns. he ma- 
terial at the disposition of a cavalry division will per- 
mit the construction of a foot-bridge 100 meters long, 
or a bridge for vehicles 68 meters long. The new regula- 
tions show the desire of the German staff to enable cav- 
alry to act with independence in strategical operations, 
including dismounted duties in attack and defense. 

The Danish coast defense armor-clad Peder Skram 
was launched at Copenhagen on May 2. She belongs to 
the Herluf Trolle class, with some improvements, and 
is a sister of the Olfert Fischer. She displaces 3,415 
tons, and is 271 feet long, with 59 feet beam, and 18 feet 
9 inches draught. For armament she carries two 9.4- 
inch, four 5.9-inch, and eighteen smaller guns, and she 
has three submerged torpedo tubes. Her engines are of 
4.2% horse-power, and the intended speed is sixteen 
knots. 

La France Militaire states that the optimism which 
prevails in high quarters with regard to the effect of the 
two years’ service in the cavalry is not justified, and re- 
sults from a want of precise knowledge. While infantry 
officers are not displeased with the new system, cavalry- 
men are opposed to it, and declare that, despite all their 
efforts and the zeal of their subordinates, there is notice- 
able an inferiority as compared with that attained under 
the law of 1889. 

Explaining the motives of the Russian Duma in urging 
the necessity of reducing the annual contingent of the 
army without weakening the strength upon a war footing, 
the Novoe Vremya says that the Russian army num- 
bers nominally 1,260,000 on a peace footing, while the 
German army has a peace establishment of 585,000 in 
round figures. ‘The war effectives of the two countries 
are about the same, but in Russia in peace time an 
enormous proportion of non-combatants are embodied. 
Of these there are 41,000 in the infantry, and 12,000 
more are used on police and city duties. The writer 
asks whether it would not be better for Russia to have 
half the number of real fighting men than to maintain 
a horde of mujiks in uniform. The contingent expected 
by the Miristry cf War shows a large increase, being 
469,500, including 11.500 for the fleet. This is chiefly 
owing to the reduced period of service, but nothing like 
this number of men can be incorporated. 

The new gray-green field uniform of the German army, 
which is to be used upon mobilization, has been complete- 
ly approved, and is now, through the clothing depart- 
ment of the Garde corps, to be issued to the troops, and 
to be incorporated in the regimental stores with the war 
equipments. ‘The cavalry and artillery will have the 
same gray-green uniform as the infantry, with the excep- 
tion of colored shoulder straps, stripes, and special dis- 
tinctions. The helmet will be of the same color, but 
with metal adornments, which, however, can be covered 
on active service. 

Great Britain’s troubles on the Indian frontier are mul- 
tiplying. All efforts to placate the Mohmands having 
failed, the British are now definitely committed to an- 
other “frontier expedition,” and Sir James Willcocks, 
major general, is carrying out his orders to waste no 
further time. It had been hoped that the successful 
dealing with the Afghan raiders would have had the 
desired effect in quelling the turbulent tribesmen, but 
they flatly refused to discuss terms. The Mohmands 
are by race, sympathy and language mostly Afghans, 
boasting the same descent from the tribes of Israel, and, 
though practically independent, they acknowledge the 
Amir as their spiritual head. Hence the significance of 
the support they have received from Afghanistan, and 
the influence of the exhortations of the Afghan mullahs. 
Major General Willeocks has engaged in several desper- 
ate fights with the Mohmands and has lost a number 
of men, on May 17 the British casualties being ten 
killed and twenty-four wounded. An outbreak of cholera 
has compelled the withdrawal of nearly all the white 
troops with Major General Willcocks’s first column into 
the cholera camp. The intense heat and the absence 
of running water, necessitating dependence on the muddy 
viJlage water tanks, makes the danger of a cholera epi- 
cemic yery serious. 

The transfer of sovereignty over 8,000 miles of Siamese 
territery to Great Britain may have an important con- 
sequence in the future politics of. Indo-China, as it 
restores the balance of power there as between England 
and France. This is the largest piece of territory added 
to the British Empire since Upper Burmah was ac- 
quired more than twenty years ago. By the recent treaty 
with England the Kingdom of the White Elephant gives 
‘up an area equal to the state of Massachusetts. 


The [British fleet, which under Lord Charles Beres- 
ford will assemble in the North Sea for maneuvers. in 
July next, will consist of 104 vessels, including twenty- 
two battleships, fourteen armored cruisers, as well as 
protected cruisers, destroyers and auxiliary vessels. 
These 194 vessels carry 25,592 officers and men and 
631 guns of and above the size of a four-inch, the heavi- 
est gun being of thirteen-inch caliber, of which there are 
eighty-six. The orders for the maneuvers and exercises 


have just been issued to the officers concerned, and in- 
dicate that a very important and interesting series of 
naval drills will be carried out. 

The elaborate celebration of a city’s siege, and that 
an unsuccessful one, is sufficiently unusual to attract at- 
tention to the exercises to be held at Saragossa, Spain, 
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Oct. 14-20 next, in connection with the centennial ob- 
servance of the siege of that historic city. Saragossa is 
one of Spain’s chief cities, having a population of more 
than 400,000. Delegates from scientific and historic so- 
cieties of the United States have been invited to take 
part in the celebration. In this country the nearest we 
come to a siege celebration is Evacuation Day at New 
York. The celebration of General Jackson’s victory at 
New Orleans in the War of 1812 is distinctly a battle 
anniversary. ‘The siege of Saragossa has immortalized 
in Spanish history Don Joseph Palafox, who conducted 


its heroic defense against the French invaders in 1808-9.. 


Menaced on all sides by the French, the people of Sara- 
gossa proclaimed him governor, though he was only 28 
vears old. With a comparative handful of men he com- 
pelled the French general to retreat after a siege of 
sixty-one days and the Joss of thousands of men. A sec- 
ond army was sent against the city under Marshals 
Mortier and Moncey, a few months later. After two 
defeats outside the gates the defenders were forced 
to retire within the walls and resume their old tactics 
of defense, but this time an epidemic fever broke out in 
the garrison and prostrated Palafox himself. After defy- 
ing the enemy for two months the city capitulated, Pala- 
fox being sent as a prisoner to France. Soldiers and 


populace endured the greatest sufferings, and it was not 
till every resource was exhausted that the city sur- 
rendered. 

The Civil and Military Gazette of India outlines a pa- 
per read before the Royal Society of Medicine by Mr. 
Haffkine, on the subject of plague. Conclusions reached 
are that plague is a disease of locality, contracted prin- 
cipally at night, and man plays a subordinate part in its 
direet propagation. The fact that the rat-flea is the ve- 
hicle of the plague bacillus naturally suggested the de- 
struction of rats as a measure to end the disease, but 
in a recent campaign carried out against rats in Sydney, 
N.S.W., it was concluded after eleven years’ experience 
that extermination of rats in any large area by poisoning 
and trapping was practically impossible, and that the 
plan of spreading among them an artificial epizootic by 
means of rat virus failed on account of that virus rapidly 
losing its virulence. The observations coming from Ja- 
pan, where determined efforts have been made to destroy 
rats, are as little encouraging. The facts published in 
June of last year were to the effect that in Tokyé alone 
4,800,000 of these animals had been killed, but the slaugh- 
ter seemed only to have prepared more favorable condi- 
tions for the multiplication of the survivors. The only 
really effective means of fighting the plague is deemed by 
Mr. Haffkine to be inoculation... This reduces the lia- 
bility to attack to less than one-third of what it is in the 
non-inoculated, while the recovery rate of the inoculated 
who become infected is at least double that among the 
non-inoculated, the ultimate result being a reduction of 
the plague mortality by some 85 per cent. of what it is in 
non-inoculated Indians. In an inoculated European an 
attack of plague, if it subsequently occurs, has so far al- 
ways ended in recovery. The inoculation is applicable 
to persons already infected. 

Baron von Holstein, until 1906 connected with the 
German Foreign Office, in an interview published by the 
Nord Deutsche Zeitung of Berlin, said: “I think the 
peace of the present day has a splendid chance of continu- 
ing. The inner workings and social politics not only of 
Europe, but of the civilized world are so complicated, and 
so many influences and counter influences would be sct 
at work in case of war, that nobody can foresee the de- 
velopments which a Enropean war would have in Europe 
and elsewhere. It is impossible to calculate these possi- 
ble developments because so much is unknown, such as 
famine, revolution and the temptations to those who look 
upon the conflict from the outside. This reality is known 
to the governments, and it is beginning to be recognized 
by the peoples.” 

Major J. R. D. Graham, a retired officer of the British 
army, arrived at New York May 17 on the American liner 
St. Louis, on his way to Canada, where he will look over 
the oil fields of the Dominion. His mission is to report 
on-the advisability of transporting Canadian oil in large 
quantities to England for use as fuel by the British navy. 
He says that oil will be the fuel of the future on war- 
ships of all classes, as it can be handled better than coal 
and takes up much less space aboard ship.
